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Team Marlboro Yamaha's Eddie 
Lawson won the West German 
500cc Road Race Grand Prix at 
the Nurburgring on May 25, beat- 
ing Rothmans Honda's Wayne 
Gardner and Team Lucky Strike 
Roberts’ Yamaha-mounted Mike 
Baldwin. Lawson's teammate, Rob 
McElnea, was fourth, with Didier 
de Radigues fifth and Team Lucky 
Strike Roberts’ Randy Mamola 
sixth; Mamola was left behind on 
the starting grid when his Yamaha 
V-four wouldn't start. Christian 
Sarron was second in the 500cc 
race until he crashed on the next- 
to-last lap, cracking a bone in one 
foot. Carlos Lavado won the 250cc 
race on a Yamaha, with Toni Mang 
second on a Honda ahead of Yama- 
ha-mounted Martin Wimmer. 
Reigning 250 and 500cc World 
Champion Freddie Spencer ap- 
peared ata press conference at the 
track but did not race; Spencer is 
having problems with his right wrist 
and arm. 


Jeff Morrow and Keith Pinkstaff 
topped their respective divisions dur- 
ing Suzuki GSXR Cup Series com- 
petition Sunday at Portland Interna- 
tional Raceway in Oregon. Morrow 
won the 750cc Production race, beat- 
ing Chuck Wiley and Brian Morgan. 
Keith Pinkstaff took the win in the 
Open Production division, followed 
by Morrow, Wiley and Dale Quarter- 
ley. The Honda Interceptor 500 Ser- 
ies round was topped by Mike John- 
son, who was followed home by Scott 
Moon, Robert Schuff, Steve Sipes 
and Rich Wascher. 


Terry Cunningham edged fellow 
factory Husqvarna rider Randy 
Hawkins by one point, 10-11, to 
win the Red Neck National Enduro 
Sunday May 25 in Saline, Louisi- 
ana. KTM-mounted Kevin Hines 
finished third, with 13 points. The 
win unofficially tied Cunningham 
with Hines in the National Enduro 
Championship points standings. 


George Roeder Jr. topped the Expert 
class at the May 26 AMA Eastern 
Regional Championship Half Mile 
in. York, Pennsylvania. Chris Evans 
(H-D) was second, with Honda rider 
Rod Farris third. The Junior win fell 
to Wood-Rotax rider Les Washbon, 
while Scott Stump put his Harley on 
top of the Pro-Am division. 


Yamaha-mounted Ross Pederson 
won the May 23 Montreal (Can- 
ada) Supercross over Allan Dyck 
and Honda pilot Guy Cooper, be- 
fore 35,000 spectators. On May 
24, the second night of the dou- 
bleheader, 53,000 fans watched 
Dyck (Yam) defeat Pederson and 
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Husqvarna rider Dan Smith con- 
tinued his domination of the National 
Hare & Hound Championship Series 
by winning round five on May 25, the 
Cherry Creek Hare & Hound in Delta, 
Utah. Open-class riders Dan Ashcraft 
(Hus), Shawn Gerber (KTM), Brad 
Strong (Hus) and Mark Lundgren 
(Hon) rounded out the top five over- 
all. Suzuki-mounted Paul Krause won 
the 250cc class, while Duane Summers 
put his Cagiva at the top of the 125s 
for the fifth consecutive ume. 


Doug Polen won the 750cc Pro- 
duction and Open Production rac- 
es, rounds of the Suzuki GSXR 
Cup Series, at an AFM race held at 
Willow Springs International Race- 
way in Rosamond, California on 
May 25, but was disqualified from 
the 750cc class for using non- 
stock (stainless steel) brake lines. 
Doug Toland finished second in 
both classes but was awarded the 
750cc points, with local ace 
Richard Moore finishing third but 
being credited with second in the 
750cc class and Chris Stewart 
third in the Open class, all on 
Suzukis. Billy DeBere continued 
to ravage the Honda VF500F Inter- 
ceptor class, with Moore second, 
Joe Solis third and Polen fourth. 
Toland topped Toyota/ Budweiser / 
Coca-Cola Formula USA action 
ona Suzuki with Jim Vreeke second 
on a Yamaha and Earl Roloff third 
on a Kawasaki. Vreeke was first in 
the Kerker Superbike class, ahead 
of Jeff Stern (Suz). 


World Speedway Championship con- 
tender and 1984-1985 British Speed- 
way Champion Kenny Carter, 25, 
killed his wife, Pamela, 25, and him- 
self on Wednesday night, May 21 at 
their home in England. The murder/ 
suicide, thought to be the result of a 
domestic argument, left the couple’s 
two children, four-year-old Kelly 
Marie and two-year-old Malcolm, un- 
hurt. 


Mark Melton and Ken Bollmeier 
topped the featured 125cc A and 
250cc A classes, respectively, at 
the AMA-sanctioned North Amer- 
ican Spring Marathon MX Cham- 
pionships held in Terre Haute, Indi- 
ana over the Memorial Day Week- 
end. Melton rode a Honda and 
Bollmeier rode a Yamaha to vic- 
tory on the track, which was turned 
into a mudbog by torrential rainfall 
immediately preceeding the racing. 


The AMA is combining points earned 
in the Formula One and Superbike 
classes and will crown one Camel Pro 
Series Road Racing Champion in 
1986, and road racing points won't be 
included in calculating the Camel

Amateur motocrossers 


It has been a bit more than a week 
since the Dallas Supercross and I still 
see red when I think about it — along 
with many other riders and parents. 

Briefly, I would like to say that I 
find the attitude towards the Ama- 
teur riders and the attitude about the 
Amateur race itself to have been atro- 
cious. 

Most of these riders traveled many 
miles for that race, only to be treated 
as second class citizens (we traveled 


more than a thousand miles with a 
group that included over a dozen rid- 
ers). When the Saturday evening race 
ended, so did the support. The Sun- 
day riders found all phases of their 
race being handled by spectators or 
relatives of workers or riders. Riders 
who never finished a single lap in the 
final were awarded trophies, while a 
number of those completing the full 
ride went home empty handed. We 
know; we have the video. 

I think a very good lesson could be 
learned from this very unpleasant 
experience. That being that these 
Amateur riders are the bread and but- 
ter for all phases of MX. They are the 
purchasers of bikes and equipment, 
pay fees, travel and buy licenses. I 
think they deserve the very same pro- 
fessional treatment as the Pro riders. 
Who's to say a future Pro rider or two 
wasn’t in that group Sunday? 

The Amateur riders are just as im- 
portant to the MX success story as the 
Pro riders, maybe even more!

I 
am not suggesting that these figures 
are terrific, but 95% of the students 
who leave the program before gra- 
duation obtain a full-time job in the 
motorcycle industry. Our only request 
is to retain the only Motorcycle Repair 
program offered in the nine-college 
Los Angeles Community College

Mile thriller

Graham wins Springfield 


Former Grand National Champion Ricky 
Graham won the fastest-ever dirt track mile 
race when he crossed the finish line inches in 
front of current Camel Pro champ Bubba 


Shobert at the end of 25 furious 
laps of racing at the Illinois 
State Fairgrounds in Spring- 
field. Graham’s average speed 


was 103.06 mph (the time was 14 
minutes, 33.271 seconds); both 
eclipsed his old record of 101.8 mph/ 
14:44.05 elapsed time, set in 1982. 

Following Graham and Shobert 
across the finish line were the five 
other riders who had taken part in a 
nearly race-long, seven-rider duel that 
saw all take their turn in the lead 
position. The Cycle News Finish 
Line Camera was brought into play, 
despite the fact that Graham had 
taken the checkered flag on a wheelie- 
ing victory lap tour of the oval. As 
AMA timer Gil Dosmegan clicked off 
the frames on the monitor’s screen, 
Shobert leaned over his shoulder. 
When the videotape revealed that 
Graham was indeed the winner, by 
five inches at the most, Shobert smiled 
and said, “Heck, I thought he beat 
me but I didn’t want to tell you all 
(the officials).”’ 

Taking third was 1985 Camel Pro 
Rookie of the Year Chris Carr, who 
took pride in joining privateer Honda 
rider Graham and Honda: factory 
rider Shobert in the winner’s circle. 
“Mert Lawwill has been working on 


our Harley-Davidson all year and 
now we have it where it can run right 
up there with anyone’s Honda,”’ said 
Carr. The next four finishers, all of 
whom had a shot at the win up until 
the last furious lap, were Doug 
Chandler, Scott Parker, Hank Scott 
and Randy Goss. 

Another record was set at Spring- 
field and it was one that had everyone 
wearing an ear-to-ear grin. The amaz- 
ing “Racing Lady” from Dalton, 
Georgia, Tammy Kirk, had the crowd 
screaming as she crossed the finish 


line behind heat race winner Graham 
to earn a spot in the National. Just as 
she had been the first female in his- 
tory to race in a dirt track National 
when she qualified for the Knoxville 
Half Mile final in 1983, Kirk became 
the first female to qualify for a Na- 
tional Mile final. 


Time Trials 


Practice was an hour or so late get- 
ting underway as track preparation 
continued until well after 11 a.m. 
The riders were informed that the 
Expert program would run first, in- 
cluding time trials, due to threaten- 
ing weather; the Juniors would run 
their entire program after the Expert 
National final., | 

Graham provided practice session

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excitement as he turned in an unoffi- 
cial lap that announcer Dave Des- 
pain said was "105 and some change.” 
But as practice wore on it was evident 
that a groove was forming and that 
the track had “slowed.” Time trials 
backed that up as the fastest qualifier, 
Shobert, turned in a 100.3 mph lap at 
35.852 seconds, way off Graham's 
record of 104.2 mph/34.54. Alex Jor- 
gensen and Carr were the only other 
riders to break the 100 mph/36-second 
barrier, clocking in at “35.967 and 
35.983, respectively. 


Hank Scott, who was celebrating 
his 32nd birthday, was the fourth fas- 
test qualifier at 36.023. Rounding out 
the top 10 were Doug Chandler, Scott 
Pearson, Sammy Sweet, Rodney Far- 
ris, Steve Morehead and Graham. 

The 48th and final qualifier was 
Steve Labordus; his cut-off time was 
37.366. 


Noticeably absent were three-time 
Grand National Champion Jay 
Springsteen, who was struck again 
with the stomach ailment that has 
plagued him for years, and Ted Boody 
who reportedly had the flu. 


Heats 


Racing got underway in front ofa 
crowd that numbered 11,700, accord- 
ing to J.D. Norris of the Illinois 
Motorcycle Dealers Association, the 
WNNS-FM/WMAY-AM-sponsored 
event’s organizers. And leading the 
initial lap of heat race action was 
“Hot Rod” Farris, aboard the Ed 
Fisher Honda. Farris led until both 
Shobert and Terry Poovey took the 
low line by him through turns one 
and two. Shobert took command of 
the 10-lap race and stretched his lead- 
ing — and eventually winning — 
margin every lap. Farris and Poovey 
waged their fight for second all around 
the oval with Farris taking runner- 
up honors with a drafting pass of 
Poovey and his Hudd Racing Honda 
as they crossed the line. Veteran Steve 
Morehead finished fourth, one spot 
away from a direct transfer to the 
National, aboard his Tex Peel-tuned, 
KK Aftermarket Race Team Harley. 

Sweet, aboard the Pyramid Builders 
Harley, pulled the holeshot at the 
start of heat race number two, but it 
was Pete Hames and his Gardner

finish line at the end of the opening 
lap, followed by Sweet and Graham. 
As expected, Graham took command 
on the next lap and by the end of lap 
three it was apparent that he was on 
his way tothe win. Hames and Sweet 
ran 2-3 until the eighth lap when 
Kirk caught up to them. She then 
took over second as the trio came to 
the line where the white flag, signal- 
ling the beginning of the last lap, was 
being waved. She then shut the door 
on both Hames and Sweet at the end 
of the backstraight and with the sound 
of the crowd's cheering drowning out 
the roar of the motors, Kirk finished 
second to put her name in the record 


books. = 
“This is great,” said Kirk. Better 


than Knoxville? "Just as great. I owe 
a lot of thanks to my dad who built 
the engine and to Don Tilley who did 
the cranks. We owe a special thank 
you to Terry Knight who spent a day 
with us while we were in California 
and dialed in our chassis. We've al- 
ways had the horsepower, but 
weren't getting the drive off the 
corners we needed to do what we did 
today.” 

Tammy’s father, Tommy Kirk, 
echoed her thanks for the help Knight 
had provided. “On top of that, he’sa 
genuinely nice guy,” Tommy Kirk 
said. 3 

Veteran tuner Tex Peel, who in the 
past had built engines for the Kirk 
effort, summed up everyone else’s 
feelings when he said, “Do you real- 
ize what she did? If you don’t, let me 
tell you that what you saw Is amaz- 
ing. She’s an amazing lady.” 

To give credit where credit is due, 
Kirk’s sponsors are Smitty's H-D, 
Carlisle, Diamond, Hi-Point, Kal- 
Gard, KRW, Lou’s Leathers, Maxie, 
ND, Valvoline and Wiseco. 

While winner Graham, runner-up 
Kirk and Hames were certainly happy 
with having qualified for the final, 
there was no smile on the face of vet- 
eran Alex Jorgensen, whose day came 
to an early end when his Harley’s 
ignition failed early in the heat. 

The third heat produced mile rac- 
ing at its finest as a five-man “war” 
took place with four of the five com- 
batants taking turns in the lead at the

start/finish line. The opening lap 
was led by Pearson, lap two by Ron- 
nie Jones, laps three and four by 
Carr, and lap five by Goss. Garth 
Brow, who was in the middle of the 
duel, was black-flagged on lap six 
due to a smoking engine and he 
pulled into the pits on the following 
lap. 

What had become a four-man duel 
suddenly became a three-rider fight 
as the ignitron shaft broke on the H- 
D Dealers Association XR750 ridden 
by Goss. Goss coasted to astop at the 
beginning of the backstraight and 
watched the rest of the race from the 
guardrail, 

Carr and his H-D Motor Co./Elec- 
tro Heavy Equipment Co.-sponsored 
XR750 crossed the finish line first to 
take the win just inches ahead of 
Jones and Pearson. 

Heat four was also full of close rac- 
ing as four different riders took turns 
leading the race. Chandler and his 
Freddie Spencer Racing/SuperTrapp 
Honda led laps one, two, three 
through seven, and nine, but it was 
Henry Ford Scott who led just one 
lap and that was the one that counts 
— the last one. Finishing a very close 
second was Harley factory rider Park- 
er, who had slipped the groove on 
more than one lap, while third went 
to Chandler. David Durelle and Roger 
Thompson took fourth and fifth after 
having been in the hunt for most of 
the race. 

The first of the four heats had been 
the fastest, running in five minutes, 
55.898 seconds, and that gave Shobert 
the pole position for the National. 


Semis 


With only the top two finishers from 
each of the 10-lap semi-finals advanc- 
ing to the main, it quickly became 
apparent in the first semi who the 
two would be out of that race. By the 
end of the second lap, Sweet and 
Morehead had opened up a gap on 
the rest of the field which was led by 
Eric Rausch. Morehead and Sweet 
swapped the lead back and forth, but 
Morehead, who has been trying his 
hand at some sprint car racing recent- 
ly, had the upper hand coming out of 
turn four on the final lap and he held 
off the draft pass attempt of Sweet to 
win. 

The second semi saw two-time 
Grand National Champion Goss 
coming to the line at the last minute. 
He had been told that his dropping 
out of the heat race had eliminated 
him from the program, but just min- 
utes before the start of the second 
semi he was told he was in the race. 
He frantically put on his leathers as 
his crew hustled to repair the dam- 
aged ignition. 

“Chuck Springsteen had a new 
shaft and he loaned it to us,” said 
Goss, pointing to his motorcycle and 
the duct tape holding the unit to- 
gether. 

The crew’s effort paid off as Goss 
took the lead from Peter Hook on the 
second lap and romped to the win.

Last Chance Qualifier 


Only the winner of the LCQ goes 
on to the National and for seven laps 
it looked like Dave Hebb and his 
Dodge Bros. Racing Harley were home 
free as he opened up an eight-bike- 
length lead. Buton lap nine, Tommy 
Maitland, Thompson, Durelle and 
Tim Mertens closed on Hebb. Hebb 
got a good drive off turn four to lead 
the pack down to the white flag, but 
on the final lap the drafting and 
charging of Thompson, Maitland 


and Mertens took them to the front 


and they finished 1-2-3 in that order 
with Hebb a disappointed fourth. 

Thompson hadn’t seen the check- 
ered flag as he was sandwiched by 
Maitland and Mertens at the finish 
line and he turned in one more hot 
lap all by himself to make sure. 


National 


A quick check of the grid revealed 
that Goodyear’s return to dirt track 
racing was paying off as the majority 
of the riders had opted to mount that 
firm’s tires. All four heat race winners 
had run Goodyear rear tires; Shobert 
and Carr had run Carlisles up front. 

Parker pulled the holeshot but 

pole-sitter Shobert had the lead as the 
field came roaring out of turn twoon 
the opening lap. Grabbing the most 
attention was Goss, who had blasted 
off of the third row and witha daring 
inside line had worked his way to 
fourth by the end of the initial lap. 
+ Shobert led the first eight laps of 
the 25-lap race, but on lap nine he 
was dropped to fourth at the line as 
Graham, Chandler and Parker drafted 
by coming down the front straight. A 
four-man battle over the next few 
laps saw Shobert lead lap 10, Chandler 
hold the point at the line on laps 11 
and 12, Shobert back in front on lap 
13, Graham leading laps 14 and 15, 
and Parker in front on lap 16. From 
that point on it was flipa coin time as 
far as predicting a winner. 

Farris was the first rider to drop out 
of the race. he was sidelined with a 
malfunctioning shift mechanism, and 
he was soon joined in the pits by 
Morehead when the Findlay Flyer’s 
Harley quit on him when the two 
bolts holding the ignition unit on 
broke. Hames and Poovey also DNF, 
and Thompson was circulating very 
slowly, slow an to be lapped on 
lap 22. 

The order across the line on lap 23 
read Shobert, Carr, Graham, Parker, 
Chandler, Goss and Scott and the 
fight had the crowd screaming. Carr 
led the pack into turn three on the 
penultimate lap, but at the line it was 
Graham in front. 


The last furious charge around the 
oval saw Graham get a strong drive 
out of turn four and he headed for the, 
checkered flag knowing that everyone 
behind him would be attempting to 
draft by. As Graham’s front tire hit 
the finish line, Shobert and Carr had 
started to pull by him on either side. 
Their charges came up inches short 
and Graham had scored his sixth 
Springfield Mile win. 


Graham, who admits that Spring- 
field is his favorite track, said, “I have 
what you call privateer syndrome. 
After several years of being'a spoiled 
brat — a factory rider — it has taken 
me some time to get my head on 
right. It really feels good to do this on 
my own. I’ve got only one big spon- 
sor and that’s Arai, but I also have 
some good product sponsors as well. 


“You can’t back off in a race like 
the one we just ran. I was pretty sure I 
had it. Believe me, I needed this win 
real bad,” said Graham. To which 
Shobert quipped, “Ricky sure did 
need this one. He just bought a new 
motorhome and I think he just won 
enough to pay for it.” 

Third-place finisher Carr said, “I 
had a shot at it. I almost got a good 
enough drive to get Ricky out of turn 
four, but I didn’t quite make it.” 

A quick look at the rear tires on the 
bikes of the top four finishers was 
encouraging as the Goodyears on the 
top three finishers still had plenty of 
tread left, whereas fourth-place fin- 
isher Chandler’s had been scuffed off 
three-quarters of the way around the 
left side. 


Junior National 
With most of the crowd long gone, 


the Junior class riders rolled out for 


time trials and Norco, California's 
Curtis Cannon posted fast time at 
36.2 seconds. 





Two heat races were run and Bryan 
Villella took his Wood-Rotax to the 
win over Recil Hart and Eric Sassa- 
man in the first, while Harley-mount- 
ed Bryan McDowell led Ted Taylor 
and Erik Graybeal across the finish 
line in the second. 

The Junior main was a two-rider 
show. Pole-sitter McDowell led the 
field across the line at the end of every 
lap of the 12-lap race, but he had his 
hands full holding off Cannon, who 
had to start on the back row after 
having run out of gas in his heat race. 
In addition to his handicap start, 
Cannon had to erase from his mind 
the fact that he had broken his leg at 
this track last year. 

McDowell and Cannon finished a 
very close 1-2 and 21-year-old Mc- 
Dowell summed up the race by say- 
ing, “That was awesome!” Awesome 
indeed, as McDowell and Cannon’s 
duel saw them log laps at over 100 
mph and average 99.034 for the 12 
laps. e

Johnson, Dymond 
dominate Mt. Morris

Honda’s Rick Johnson won an all-out, two- 
moto war with Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward at 
High Point Raceway today, claiming his 
fourth National motocross victory in as 


125cc win. 

Johnson had six National moto 
wins in six attempts going into the 
race, but Ward immediately put a 
blight on that perfect record with a 
first moto holeshot that he held all 
the way to the finish, beating John- 
son at the flag by little more than a 
bikelength. Johnson was forced to 
slow midway through the race when 
his engine sucked in a cloud of dust 
and threatened seizure for several 
laps. He spent most of the last half of 








many outings. Micky Dymond 
made the Pennsylvania Wise- 
co/Team Green National an 
American Honda sweep by tak- 
ing the 125cc class victory over U.S. 


Suzuki's Erik Kehoe. Johnson’s win 
stretched his already impressive points 
lead in the battle for the 250cc Nation- 
al Championship, while Dymond 
took the top spot in.the 125cc points 
standings and became the fourth rider 
in four races to claim a National

the moto biding time in second, and 
was lucky to hold on until the finish. 

The American Honda ace answered 
Ward by being the first rider out of 
the gate at the start of the second 
moto, and went on to lead from wire- 
to-wire. Team Green’s defending 
250cc National Champ knocked on 
Johnson’s door from the time the 
gate dropped until the moment the 
checkered flag fell, but he could never 
get close enough to make a pass. 

Erik Kehoe blasted his way to an 
impressive victory with a holeshot- 
to-checkered-flag win in the after- 
noon’s first 125cc moto, but was 
forced to surrender overall honors to 
the more consistent Dymond (2-1). 
Kehoe got caught in traffic at the start 
of the second moto and could only 
manage to work his way from I Ith at 
the start to fourth at the flag. Dymond 
was less than a bikelength behind 
Kehoe out of the gate in the first 
moto, and followed up by taking the 
holeshot himself at the beginning of 
the second moto. | 

Because of excessive dust late in the 
day, holeshots became very impor- 
tant at High Point Raceway. As the 
day progressed, the back section of 
the course became more and more 
dusty, reducing visibility and mak- 
ing passing all but impossible. A 
one-eighth-mile section of track be- 
came so dusty that officials decided at 
intermission to remove it from the 
course when they couldn’t get a water 
truck into the area. 


“It was really tough,” said Ward 
after the second 250cc moto. “The 
track in back is off-camber. I couldn’t 
get close to Rick because of the dust. 
Out front it was a lot easier. Through 
the back section, because of the powder 
berms, he was shooting up dust and I 
couldn't see. He went 100% the whole 
way. If I'd have been in front it would 
have been the same thing. I think I 
would have won the race.” 


250cc National 


Ward was first off the line when the 
gate dropped in the initial moto, 
leading Johnson, factory Yamaha rid- 


er Danny Storbeck and Honda’s John- 
ny “O’Show”’ O'Mara into the tight, 
uphill, left-hander that constituted 
the first turn. By the time the pack 
reached turn four, Ward was setting 
the pace for fellow Kawasaki pilots 
Billy Liles (sponsored by Bullet Rac- 
ing), and Alan King (backed by Tuf 
Racing). The O’Show was running 
fifth and Johnson had dropped to 
seventh. 

At the end of lap one, Ward held a 
15-second lead over Liles, and Stor- 
beck had worked his way into third 
place. Following the top trio on the 
first go-around were King, Kawasa- 
ki’s Ron Lechien, Johnson, O’Mara 
and American Honda’s David Bailey. 
Former National Champion Bob 
Hannah, who was riding his second 
National this year after recovering 
from a broken collarbone, was well 
back in 23rd position. Hannah, who 
was suffering from a severe head cold, 
reportedly spent the entire Saturday 
before the race in bed. 

Johnson showed his stuff on lap 
two, moving from sixth to second 
place in only one trip around the 
track. By the time he began lap three, 
Johnson had the distant Ward in his 
sights. Storbeck sull was running 
third, Lechien had moved into fourth, 
and Liles rounded out the top five. In 
positions sixth through 10 were Bai- 
ley, Yamaha-mounted Mark Murphy 
of Florida, Eric Eaton, (sponsored by 
Hi-Point/Yamaha/Arai) of Wash- 
ington, Ohio’s Jeff Hicks, and Pro/ 
Am rider Mike Morris of Kentucky. 

Ward stayed well out in front the 
next few laps with a lead ranging 

"anywhere from .12 to 14 seconds, 
Johnson, meanwhile, was struggling 
with a motorcycle on the edge of sei- 
zure after a wad of dust had been 
sucked into the engine. His near- 
DNF didn’t cost him a position, but 
it did allow Ward to stetch his lead. 

By lap six, Baily was riding on 
Liles’ rear fender, pushing for third, 
while O’Mara followed the duo in 
fifth. Baily got around Liles on the 
next lap, O’Mara held position, and 
sixth-running King led Lechien, Stor-

beck, Eaton, Murphy, Hicks and Cali- 
fornia’s Billy Frank. Hannah had 
moved up seven positions to 16th. 

Johnson gassed it up as the moto 
neared the checkered flag. By lap 
eight Ward’s one-time 14-second lead 
had dwindled to eight seconds, and 
by the ume the white flag came out 
on lap 10, he was only seven seconds 
in front of Johnson. 

Ward slowed his pace during the 
final lap, then lost at least four seconds 
when he overshot a berm, allowing 
Johnson to close to within one bike- 
length with only a few turns left. 
Johnson just missed catching Ward 
at the flag. Bailey took the checkers in 
third place and O’Mara got around 
Liles on the last lap to finish fourth. 
Sixth went to King, Lechien finished 
seventh, Storbeck ended up eighth, 
Murphy was ninth, and Tom Carson 
of Ohio; (sponsored by Northgate 
Honda/Gold Belt), rounded out the 
op 10. 

“I slowed down on the last la 
probably more than I should have, 
said Ward after the moto. “At the 
beginning I was really riding nice 
and smooth; riding my own race. 
Then Ricky got in second and I had 
to keep my eye on him. I tried differ- 
ent lines to see if they were faster, but 
they weren't. On the last lap I went 
over a berm, then he was right on 
me.” 

In Johnson's pit, mechanic Brian 
Lunniss and other Honda personnel 
franticly rebuilt the top end on John- 
son’s CR250. “They're putting a new 
piston and rings in itand cleaning all 
the dirt out of the bike,” Johnson 
said. “It sucked a bunch of sand 
about the half-way point. I thought it 
was going to seize, so I started nurs- 
ing it, and it loosened up toward the 
end. I don’t give Jeff the credit for 
that win. It wasn’t me (that faltered), 
it was the bike. He didn’t beat me. 
The next moto there will be a war.” 

Johnson fired the first shot in that 
war — a holeshot — but he couldn't 
pull away from his Kawasaki-mount- 
ed rival. For most of the moto (30 
minutes plus two-laps) Ward stuck 
like glue to Johnson’s rear fender, 
seldom dropping more than five or 
10 bikelengths behind Johnson’s re- 
built Honda.

Liles completed the first trip around 
the course in third place with O’ Mara, 
Carson and Eaton in tow. Lechien 
was running seventh, followed by 
Bailey, Jim Holley (sponsored by 
Yamaha Motor Corporation), Tom 
Watts and Billy Frank, (sponsored by 
Yamaha/Gear/Race Tech). 

Johnson and Ward continued to 
power away from the pack on the 
second lap, while positions were 
swapped in almost every turn among 
the remaining top 10 riders. The 
O’Show throttled by Liles to take 
over third for good on the second lap, 
and Bailey moved around Lechien, 
Carson and Eaton to take over fifth. 

One lap later the order read John- 
son, Ward,. O'Mara, Liles, Bailey, 
Lechien, Carson, and Holley. Bailey 
moved by Liles on the fourth lap to 
claim fourth place and set for good 
the top-four finishing positions. 

During the late stages of the race, 
Ward often looked as if might gain 
on Johnson coming into one turn, 
but always in the next corner John- 
son would pull away. Once during 
the late going, Johnson exited a diffi- 
cult turn on the gas — a turn where 
Ward had expected Johnson to cruise 
— and the defending 250cc National 
Champ just watched and shook his 
head. It was evident the well-condi- 
tioned Johnson would not give the 
race away because of fatigue. 

Ward had closed to within three 
bikelengths behind Johnson with two 
laps to go, and on the white-flag lap 
Johnson held a slim four-bikelength 
advantage as the two factory riders 
sailed over the triples on the uphill 
section just before the finish line. 
Johnson held that advantage on the 
final lap, winning by four bikelengths 
at the flag. 

O’ Mara cruised to an unchallenged 
third, which gave him third overall 
for the day. Bailey motored home in 
fourth to take fourth overall, and 
Lechien rounded out the top five in 
the moto, finishing sixth overall. 
Liles finished sixth (fifth overall); 
Holley took seventh (eighth overall); 
Frank finished eighth (ninth over- 
all); ninth in the moto went to King 
(seventh overall); and Carson crossed 
the line in 10th. (10th overall). 

“Jeff didn’t close on me,” said

Johnson after the moto. “There were 
two lappers in front of me and I 
couldn’t jump two sets of doubles. 
He didn't exactly reel me in. Jeff rode 
really good today, really hard. I didn’t 
think he was in striking distance dur- 
ing the race, but at the end, where I 
made the mistake, he closed. When I 
couldn’t get around those lappers at 
the triples that moved it (Johnson’s 
lead) from 11 seconds to right on my 
tail.’ 

Can anyone beat Rick Johnson? 

“Well, he got beat once today,” 
Ward said. “We broke even. It was 
really an even race. It’s just too bad 
the second moto gets the overall.”’ 


125cc National 


There was no stopping Kehoe in 
the afternoon’s first 125cc moto. 
Kehoe, who won his first National 
ever at Mt. Morris in 1985, followed 
California’s Doug Dubach out of the 





gate and took the lead from Dubach 
in turn two. Kawasaki-mounted Rick 
Ryan, (sponsored by Mamola Racing/ 
GVO) came off the line in third place, 
with Dymond close behind. 

Before the first lap was half over, 
Dymond was pushing Kehoe hard, 
running two bikelengths behind the 
leader and going for the top position 
whenever the opportunity presented 
itself. Kehoe consistently held him 
off. At the end of the first lap, Dubach 
followed the front runners in third, 
Kawasaki's Eddie Warren was hold- 
ing down fourth, and Honda-mount- 
ed Jeff Leisk rounded out the top five. 

Leisk moved into third on lap two, 
with Georgia’s Keith Turpin taking 
over fourth, dropping Dubach to 
fifth. Running sixth through 10th 
were Warren, Suzuki's George Hol- 


land, Yamaha’s Scott Burnworth,

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AMA/ISDE Qualifier Series: Round 2 
Michigan two-day 
victory to Martin

ROSE CITY, MI, MAY 17-18 


For the second year in a row, Can-Am’s 
Johnny Martin captured the overall win at 
the Michigan two-day ISDE qualifier in 
Rose City, Michigan. “I didn’t feel excep- 


tionally good,” said Martin, 
“but I guess I did good enough. 








This was one of the best events 
I’ve run in years — the trails 
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Geoff Ballard rode his ASE350 Can-Am to first in the Open class, fourth 


overall; Dave Bertram was second in class. 


were excellent, absolutely no dust, 
but it did get a little muddy in some 
places. The time schedule wasa little 
slow the first day, and I thought the 
special test course could've been a lit- 
tle tighter; otherwise, the Bent Wheels 
Motorcycle Club put on a superb 
event.” 

Martin, riding a prototype, water- 
cooled ASE200 Can-Am, edged out 
Husqvarna’s Larry Roeseler and 
Honda rider Chuck Miller (Honda 
CR250) for the overall victory. Last 
month’s Tulsa, Oklahoma winner, 
Geoff Ballard, finished fourth over- 
all. Since the schedule was a little on 
the slow side for most of the riders, 
the determining factor was special 
test scores. Martin had the fastest 
motocross special test time at the end 
of the event, which pretty much 
secured the win for the former ISDE 
gold-medalist. Ballard wound up with 
the Open class win, while Husky’s 
Dave Bertram finished second. Roe- 
seler, riding a prototype water-cooled 
510cc four-stroke Husky, took the 
Four-Stroke win over Honda rider 
Bruce Ogilvie. 

In the 125cc class, Cagiva rider 
Charles Halcomb wrapped up the 
class win, while Coors Extra Gold- 
sponsored Jeff Miller (Kawasaki) was 
second. Cagiva rider Duane Sum- 
mers made one mistake on day two 
that cost him second place; the mis- 
take was just enough to give Miller 
second. Third fell to round one 125cc 
class winner, Honda CR125-mounted 
Pete Postel. 

The 250cc class win went to Mar- 
tin, while Miller, Tulsa winner Kurt 
Hough, Tim Shepardand Alan Wick- 
strand rounded out the top five. Bal- 
lard wound up with the 500cc class 
win on his 350ASE, followed by 


Husky’s Mark Hyde, Dave Bertram, 
Bob Bean and John Nielsen. 


The Michigan trail totaled 250 
miles of mostly tight woods riding, 
and many of the top riders felt the 
speed schedules were a little too slow, 
especially during day one. Riding 
conditions were near perfect the first 
day, but a thunderstorm Saturday 
night brought heavy rains, causing 
the trail to be very muddy in some 
sections during day two. 


Ballard led in points after day one, 
ahead of Roeseler and Martin. Many 
of the top riders, including Austral- 
ian Jeff Dawson, Grant Palenske, 
Dennis Larratt, Billy Fulmer Jr., Jeff 
Fredette, Randy Hawkins, Fred Hoess 
and Mark Hyde, lost no points on the 
trail. Roeseler zeroed the course dur- 
ing the first day, but crashed during 
the first special test (grass track), 
which cost him the first-day lead and 
possibly the overall. 


"I just came into a berm too hard, 
and the front end washed out,” said 
Roeseler. “It happened after the same 
straight that I broke my collarbone in 
last year. I felt a little squirrely at 
first, but my afternoon test was real 
good, 


“I had to make some adjustments 
to the forks and the shock on the trail, 
since I didn’t get much time to work 
on the bike before the race. I uncrated 
it only two days ago,” Roeseler said. 


One rider failing to finish day one 
was Husqvarna’s Fritz Kadlec, who 
was running in the 250cc class. Kadlec 
dropped out after his bike threw a 
rod. Dawson’s 125cc Husky broke its 
exhaust pipe halfway through the 
day, but he managed to get the pipe 
welded up before the start of day two.

day ended when he crashed on the 
trail and broke his leg; he got out of 
shape and clipped. a tree stump. 
Yamaha YZ250 rider Jim Norris 
crashed in the first special test, break- 
ing his collarbone. 

Overnight rains severly affected the 
special test grass track, which turned 
into a slimy, muddy mess. Mud 
holes had formed in some places on 
the track, making times considerably 
slower than the previous day’s scores. 
Martin and Richard Scharphorn 
landed the lowest times in the first 
test, eight seconds faster than Roesel- 
er’s, while other riders, such as Hyde, 
didn’t fare as well. 

"I just blew it,” said Hyde. ”I fell 
twice in the morning test.” That gave 
him a score of 299, compared to Mar- 
tin’s 262. Ballard also had problems 
in the morning special test, “I fell 
once when I got logged in one of the 
mud holes,” said Ballard, who col- 
lected a 280 score, keeping him in 
pace with Martin and Roeseler. 

In the 125cc class, Holcomb nailed 
the fastest time, finishing ahead of 
Jeff Miller (277-283), Summers and 
Dawson. William Perkins was fourth 
fastest on a Husqvarna with a 302. 

The first two checks on day two 
were the tightest of the weekend, but 
none of the top riders lost any points. 
However, Perkins dropped out when 
his Husky broke a piston. 

The closest Martin came to having 
any kind of major problem on the 
trail happened on the second day. 
“There was this mud hole that had 
chicken wire going across it,” said 
Martin, “so I decided to ride over it, 
but I guess a rider ahead of me broke 
the wire, so when I went through it, 
my front wheel plopped right into 
the mud hole and I got stuck. Jeff 
Russell stopped to help me and we 
both pulled my bike out. We were 
still about 20 minutes early to the 
next check.” 

The acceleration test on day two 
went to Roeseler, ahead of Ogilvie 
(XR600) and Miller. 

All classes and the overall were still 
up for grabs at the final motocross 
special test. Each moto featured 10 
riders going three laps on the very 
muddy course. Riders in the early 
motos had the advantage over the 
late-moto riders, since the mud holes 
became deeper and harder to pass 
through with each lap, causing lap 
times to go up. 

Martin, who ran one of the earlier 
races, clinched the overall by win- 
ning his moto and collecting the fas- 
test time of the day. Roeseler’s four- 
stroke started on the first kick of the 
dead-engine start in his moto. Even 
though Roeseler took the holeshot 
and the win in his special test, Martin 
still beat him by 19 seconds for the 
overall, and finished 24 seconds ahead 
of Ballard’s time; Ballard also won 
his moto. 

After the motocross special test, 
Roeseler said, “I guess I did just okay 
here. I started the second day about 
three seconds behind Geoff and 
Johnny; the trail went fantastic for 
me, and my morning special test was 
good. But the final motocross wasn’t. 
I’m not trying to make any excuses, 
but Johnny was three motos ahead of 
me, and by the time I raced on the 
track, the course had really deterio- 
rated. Still, Johnny plainly hauled, 
and he beat me pretty bad.” 

“Everything went pretty good for 
me, I guess” said Ballard afterwards. 
"I didn’t have too many problems on 
the trail; I didn’t fall down (except in 
the morning special test), but my jet- 
ting always seemed to be a problem. I 
just couldn’t get my bike to run 
smoothly all weekend. 

“I had a good motocross test and 
won it by 32 seconds; I had an early 
moto and that really helped. The 
early moto was the answer. Larry's 





(Roeseler) bike accelerates so much 
quicker than mine in the acceleration 
test — if not, I think I would've beat 
him,” said Ballard. 

Halcomb said “I adjusted my chain 
five or six times over the weekend, 
and that was about it. Basically it was 
a real uneventful ride for me. I was 
just concerned about finishing the 
day and not falling down in the spe- 
cial tests. I had no problems other 
than my throttle sticking a little at 
the start of the second day.” 

Summers, who finished third, said, 
“We (Halcomb) were pretty even all 
weekend, but he got me on the first 
special test by about four or five 
seconds. In the motocross test, I got 
the holeshot and was way out in front 
when my rear brake cable broke, but I 
still finished second in the race.” 

Summers, who was riding his 
second ISDE qualifier ever, added, 
“I’m a lot more confident now, and I 
knew what to prepare for. At first, I 
was having a hard time keeping up 
through the woods sections, but by 
the end of the day, I was railing 
through the trees, starting to get the 
hang of it.”’ 

Regarding the incident that hurt 
him at the start of day two, Summers 
said, “They marked my card when I 
rolled in, so I waited for Halcomb, 
who was riding on the minute behind 
me.” According to officials, Summers 
didn’t ride the first 60 feet during his 
minute and was penalized the 60 
points, thus costing him second place. 

During the MX special test race 
that Halcomb, Summers and Daw- 
son were in, Halcomb and Dawson 
collided, and Dawson crashed. "I got 
a good jump off the line, but I didn’t 
have the horsepower to stay there,” 
said Dawson. “Then Halcomb took 
me out. He hit another rider and fell 
into me. I held him upright, other- 
wise we both would've crashed. The 
crash broke my rear brake arm so I 
didn’t have any rear brakes for the 
rest of the moto. Halcomb was riding 
real good all weekend.” 

Bertram, who finished third in 
class riding a Husky 430 Auto, said 
“In the final moto, my bike took two 
kicks to start, then I just rode real bad 
and fell down.” He crashed as he 
entered a muddy right turn and bog- 
ged the front wheel in a rut. “It wasa 
stupid mistake,” said Bertram, “other 
than that, everything went okay.” 

“I had no problems all weekend,” 
said Fredette. “My special tests were 
pretty good, and I lost no points on 
the trail. But my acceleration test, 
today, was terrible, and that’s why 
my scores look so terrible. I tried to 
get over on the left where the grass 
was, but I just fell off back into the 
sand and went through the test zig- 
zagging.” 

Martin said after the race that he’s 
still suffering tendonitis in his wrist, 
a problem he has suffered with since 
the six-days in Spain last October. "It 
felt pretty good,” said Martin, “but it 
started acting up the second day. I’m 
not sure whether or not I'll ride the 
Trask (Oregon) qualifier next month 
— I need to give the wrist time to 
heal.” 

In the non-intent (knobby) A class, 
Steve Ellis finished up with the over- 
all after zeroing both days, riding a 
Honda XR250 four-stroke. e

Team Lockhart’s Wendell Phillips and Lynn 
Miller piloted their Suzuki GSXR1100 to 


win the AMA/MotoWorld 500-kilometer 
endurance race at Sears Point International 


Raceway. The event, run in 
conjunction with the AMA/ 


Camel Pro Road Racing Series 
Formula One and Superbike 


races at the track, was entered by 31 
teams. New Haven Suzuki's John 
Bulawa and Kerry Bryant finished 
second overall, second in the GTO 
class on another Suzuki GSXR1100, 
two laps behind Lockhart, with Team 
Sunset’s Peter Carroll and Terry Sta- 
tum third overall, first in the GTU 
class on a Kawasaki Ninja 600R. 
Team Sunset finished on the same 
lap as New Haven Suzuki? Eav 
New Haven Suzuki entered the 
18 - race without usual pilots Edgar Hin- 


ton (who broke an elbow ina crash at 
Loudon, New Hampshire three weeks 
earlier) and Kevin- Rentzell (who 
crashed in his Superbike heat race 
and cracked a shoulder). Rentzell had 
been scheduled to ride with Bulawa 
replacing Hinton; with Rentzell out, 
Bulawa recruited Bryant just before 
the start of the race; Bryant is a local 
rider from Sacramento and has won 
endurance events at Sears Point in 
the past. 

Red Eagle Racing jumped into the 
lead off the start with Lockhart’s 
Phillips about fifth. But by the end of 
the first lap, Phillips had moved up 
to second, ahead of North Shore Rac- 
ing’s Ed Key, Bryant on New Haven's 
machine, Big Guy Racing, Team 
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New Haven Suzuki's Kerry 





Bryant (15) laps Team Pasta (9 
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Edelweiss, Team M&S and Team 
Sunset's Carroll. 

Phillips took the lead and started 
pulling away as Brant, who had 
never ridden New Haven’s bike before 
the start, got familiar to the new 
machine and settled in. Red Eagle’s 
Ed Ragle gained ground on the brakes 
at several corners, but lost ground 
coming off the corners. Bryant moved 
into third with Carroll fourth and 
Key fifth. 

On the third lap, Phillips overshot 
the turn one chicane, dragging his 
foot, sending a pylon flying and cut- 
ting across the dirt between the turn 
one exit and the pavement leading up 
a hill into turn two. Bryant moved 
into second and gained briefly on 
Phillips, but continuing problems 
with the rear wheel locking up and 
hopping convinced Bryant to slow 
slightly, and Phillips again continued 
to pull away. 

Phillips had complete control of 
the race with lap times in the one- 
minute, 56-second range, and when 
he pitted after an hour, Team Lock- 
hart led by one minute, 20 seconds. 
New Haven, Sunset and North Shore 
were all on the same lap as Lockhart, 
with M&S, Long Beach Yamaha, 
Team Cycle Imports, Slo City Rac- 
ing, Team Sunrise and Team Ander- 
son all one lap behind. Team Sunset 
led the GTU class standings, with 
Cycle Imports’ Steve Wickland and 
Mike Glisson second in class on their 
Suzuki GS550. Third in the GTU 
class belonged to Slo City’s Don 
Canet and Danny Coe, with Coe rid- 
ing the first stint on a stock Kawasaki 
GP7z550. 

After 50 laps, Team Lockhart’s 
Miller led, with Team Sunset second, 
New Haven Suzuki third and North 
Shore Racing fourth, all on the same 
lap. 

Johnson & Wood Racing’s Bob 
Reinen and Scott Johnson lost time 
repairing a broken footpeg and then 
put on a charge, turning 1:57s. Team 
Sunset’s bike started overheating and 
pumping out water, and the team 
was blackflagged at one point. Sta- 
tum got Team Sunset’s Kawasaki 
down to 1:57s but found that at that 
speed, coolant temperature went up 
to 240° F and water came out of the 
radiator overflow tube. Slowing down 
to 2:04s brought the water tempera- 
ture back down to 220° F and then 
Statum could run 2:00 laps without 
problems. 

Coe had Slo City’s Kawasaki down 
to 2:00 lap times but the team lost 
serious time in the pitsdue to lack of 
quick-fill equipment; they used a 
funnel and a gas can. 

New Haven Suzuki s biggest set- 
back came at their second gas stop; 
Bryant climbed onto the machine 
while the quick-fill was still plugged 
into the gas tank, and the team was 


docked a lap by race officials; the 
rules require that the machines be 
refueled with the rider off the seat. 
North Shore Racing encountered 
brake problems and lost three laps 


replacing pads and prying on stuck 


caliper pistons; the stop was a shame, 
because North Shore’s Yamaha FZ750, 
fitted with a giant tank, could have 
otherwise made the entire race with 
one pit stop. 

Team Edelweiss lost three laps 
with a battery connector problem. 

At 75 laps, Lockhart led with New 
Haven on the same lap despite the 
one-lap penalty, and Team Sunset 
was third, one lap down, despite the 
overheating problems. North Shore 
was fourth, three laps down, on the 
same lap as fifth-place Slo City and 
sixth-place Johnson & Wood. 

Meanwhile, Team New Haven 
Kawasaki, running a Ninja 600R in 
the GTU class, was hampered by a 
broken shift lever — when the pedal 
fell off the lever, riders Brian O'Shea 
and John Grush had to start shifting 
by reaching down and grabbing the 
shift lever with their left hands. 

Statum at one point unlapped Team 
Sunset, passing Lockhart’s Miller, 
but it was too little, too late. 

By Lap 100, Lockhart had two laps 
on New Haven and three laps on 
Sunset; North Shore and Slo City 
were fourth and fifth with 96 laps; 
Johnson & Wood and Edelweiss were 
sixth and seventh at 95 laps. 

The checkered flag saw Team 
Lockhart win with 118 laps to New 
Haven's 116 laps; Team Sunset also 
had 116 laps. North Shore was fourth 
with 114 laps; Johnson & Wood, 
Edelweiss and Slo City followed, all 
with 113 laps. è

The last Triumph ride

I have good reason to remember that the 
evening of Friday, March 29, 1968 was wet, 
dark and depressing outside the windows of 
my office at the Triumph factory. It was prob- 


ably just as wet and dark 22 
years earlier when I was about 
to join the company but far 
from depressing as I put away 
my Army uniform and prepared the 
riding gear which was to prove quite 
inadequate for the 1000 miles per 
week which the new job demanded in 
English weather conditions. Now 
those miles and years had gone by 
and I had just finished typing the letter 
which announced my resignation as 
the sales boss. My thoughts were as 
depressing as the cold rain which 
beat against the office window and 
on the roof of the quiet factory no 
longer alive with the sounds of late- 
working machines and men. 

As I left my desk to switch off the 
lights and go home, the telephone 
shrilled. The call was from British 
Television, Birmingham, appealing 
for a rider to make an urgent journey 
to a town 80 miles northwards and 
bring back to the Birmingham stu- 
dios a news film for showing on the 
10:00 p.m. bulletin. The time was 
then 6:30. I had arranged for test rid- 
ers to carry films in the past but 
always for football games and with 
plenty of time. In fact I had done 
several myself and welcomed the fee 
which was good for a couple of bot- 
tles of scotch. What was the urgency 
this time? 

The Foreign Secretary, George 
Brown, had suddenly announced his 
resignation and would be giving his 
reasons in a statement to be made at 
8:00 p.m. to the officials of his consti- 
tuency in Belper where the IV cam- 
eras were now heading. The whole 
country was waiting for his statement 
on the 10:00 p.m. screens and if the 
British National Television Corpo- 
ration was not to be ridiculed by mil- 
lions of its license-paying viewers, 
the interview film had to be in the 
Birmingham studios by 9:50. The 
voice on the telephone was that of the 
news’ program chief and he was anx- 
ious. His supremo in London had 
left him in no doubt that his future 
prospects would be questionable if 


George Brown was not on the national 
network at 10 of the clock. As I talked 
on the phone and explained that all 
the test riders had long since gone 
home, I looked out of the window on 
the forbidding night and agreed todo 
the ride but blew the chance to demand 
treble fee. 

In the factory was the new 40 cubic 
inch Police Thunderbird Saint which 
had been prepared for what was to be 
my last long-distance publicity jour- 
ney for the company. I had been 
invited to ride to Sweden and open 
the International Motorcycle Exhibi- 
tion in Stockholm on April 3. The 
schedule was to leave Meriden on 
Sunday, March 31, get the evening 
boat from an east coast port to Goth- 
enburg, then do a fast ride from there 
to Stockholm on April 2 with two 
stops en route for press and TV inter- 
views. There would be a press recep- 
tion at the end of the journey timed 
for 7:00 p.m., which meant a tight 
schedule on roads which I had been 
warned were still suffering from the 
ravages of the Swedish winter. In 
fact, the winter weather would not 
ease before the end of May. I had 
accepted the invitation in February a 
few days after a meeting with Lionel 
Jofeh, the boss of BSA/Triumph, 
when he had had promised to change 
the policies which I was sure would 
lead to disaster for the two factories. 
Putting my job on the line I had 
given hima promise in return. Unless 
there was active evidence by the end 
of March that the policies had changed 
direction, he would have my resigna- 
tion and its reasons would be made 


“known to the entire workforce at 


Meriden. The Jofeh promise was 
broken but I kept mine and the letter 
arrived on his desk at Birmingham 
on April l, exactly 22 years from the 
day I joined the Triumph company. 
By the time he read it I was two hours 
from the Swedish coast and not look- 
ing forward to the ride to Stockholm. 
Not because of the bad weather and 
road conditions but because the Tri- 
umph down below on the car deck of 
the ship was a lethal piece of machin- 


‘ery. At6:45onthe Friday evening] | 


had ridden it out of the factory into 
the wet night and headed northwards 
to Belper in the county of Derbyshire. 
At the bottom of Meriden hill there 
was a ripple on the road surface, well 
known to the Triumph test riders 
and myself and caused by the braking 
of trucks as they entered the village 
speed restriction zone. Countless times 
I had ignored the undulation as the 
front forks and rear suspension dipped 
momentarily but nothing more than 
that and without any effect on 
straightline stability. Over many years 
the uncertainty of Triumph handling 
in the higher speed ranges had become 
something of a legend, though accept- 
ed as a characteristic, but in all of my 
many hundreds of thousands of miles, 
I never had any problem. Until now. 
The front end shook like a dog com- 
ing out of water. This was the one 
time when I had not road-tested a 
machine on which I had to doa long 
distance journey and it was an omis- 
sion I was to regret all the way to 
Stockholm. I also regretted that the 
road testing of every Triumph had 
ceased several years earlier when the 
test roller equipment had been in- 
stalled in the factory. Road dirt and 
especially winter salt on the under- 
side of the mudguard blades and on 
the wheels had caused problems when 
machines were uncrated weeks later 
in America, Australia and other desti- 
nations. The electrically-driven 
equipment, which simulated the loads 
imposed on engine, transmission, 
gearbox and brakes, could not moni- 
tor handling behavior. 

The Belper mission had to .con- 
tinue and with the lights of Bir- 
mingham reflected from the rain 
clouds in the west I rode northwards 
towards the cathedral town of Lich- 
field, where I joined the road which 
changed direction northeast to Burton 
on Trent, the original center of the 
English beer industry. Then on to the 
city of Derby, the home of Rolls 
Royce. The rain was incessant and 
the road surface unfriendly, especially 
to a machine which behaved like it 
had 80 psi in the front tire, but at least 
the pools of water evidenced the 
bumps to be avoided. The lights of 
Derby appeared and I took the ring 
road, hoping that it would some- 
where signpost the way to Belper, 
which I knew was a small town about 
15 miles northwards on the road 
which climbed up to the Derbyshire 
hills. Few people had ever heard of 
the place until it became associated 
with George Brown, but now it had 
become the tocus of attention for the 
millions of people who waited to 
hear what he had to say about his 
resignation from his position as 
supremo in command of the foreign 
affairs department of the British 
Government. The Triumph rider 
pressed on through the wet night to 
collect the film which would disclose 
his reasons to the nation. 

I rode into the market place of 
Belper and found the town strangely 
quiet considering the importance 
which had been given to it during the 
day by the news media, but from one 
of its 25,000 inhabitants I discovered 
that the scene of activities was at a 
hotel three miles away. The time was 
8:15 when I arrived there and filtered 
the Triumph through the crowds of 
people to the television crew in the 
car park. George Brown had not 
arrived and unless he came within 
the next 15 minutes, there would be 
no film at the Birmingham studios 
for the 10:00 p.m. news bulletin. At 
8:25 his car appeared and was sur- 
rounded by press reporters as it 
stopped, then moved on as he decided 
to park in a different place. It was 
typical of George Brown to make the 
grand entrance. I helped to carry the 
camera cables to the new position 





_andas the ex-Foreign Secretary opened 


the door of his car the TV interviewer 
held out the microphone and asked 
the question to which the whole of 
Britain awaited the answer. “What 
statement will you be making tonight, 
Sir?” Not even pausing as he made 
his way to the hotel entrance, George 
Brown replied, “I shall probably be 
thanking the Belper Labour Party 
Committee for a good dinner.” The 
TV man appealed for a few com- 
ments on the national importance of 
the occasion and so did the eager 
group of press reporters, but Brown 
hecame angry and displayed the rude 
temperament which had created 
headline news more than once in his 
career. In vain the media pursued 
him into the hotel until a slammed 
door ended their efforts. I had one- 


_ and-a-half hours to get the film to the 


Birmingham studios and it was going 
to disappoint millions of people. 
However, I completed the mission, 
watched the news bulletin on a moni- 
tor screen and rode the 30 miles home 
to Strattord-on-Avon through the 
still-pouring rain, wondering what 
could be done about the Triumph 
steering in the short time before I 
started the journey to Sweden. 

Incidentally, I was to meet George 
Brown again three years later at a 
British trade exhibition in Scandina- 
via and cause him some annoyance, 
which was some recompense for the 
long wet ride I did to get an unplea- 
sant piece of film. After his resigna- 
tion from the Government and the 
post of Foreign Secretary, he was 
given a peerage and became Lord 
George Brown. He then joined a 
leading textile manufacturing com- 
pany in a top executive position and 
he was their representative at the 
exhibition where we met. The show 
was opened by H.R.H., The Duke of 
Kent, whom I knew from his Army 
days and when he toured the show, 
Lord George Brown was very annoyed 
when I persuaded the Duke to leave 
the textile exhibit and go with me to 
the Norton stand to see the machine 
which I had ridden from England. In 
May, 1985 Lord George again made 
the headlines and achieved his great- 
est publicity with a whole page in 
each of the national newspapers. He 
had died in retirement. 

On my ride home I had come to the 
conclusion that there was no oil in 
the forks and by the time I had found 
that I was wrong the following day, it 
was too late to go back to the factory 
and change the whole assembly. No- 
body would have been there to help 
and the fairing added to the compli- 
cations so I resigned myself to a hard 
ride to Stockholm. Sunday, March 
31, was the day of the annual general 
meeting of the Triumph Owners 
Club, of which I was the president, 
and the meeting was held at the Tri- 
umph factory. I presided over the 
morning proceedings and 500 mem- 
bers waved farewell as I departed for 
Sweden at noon. One mile along the 
road at Allesley village on the out- 
skirts of Coventry, I stopped at the 
post office and mailed my letter to 
Lionel Jofeh. Copies had been left on 
my office desk for distribution to the 
union representatives in the factory. 
They were to continue the fight I had 
waged against bad management and 
policies. It seemed appropriate that 
on this last of many Triumph long 
distance publicity rides, I should be 
using a sub-standard machine. 

My route from Coventry to the east 
coast port of Immingham was via the 
city of Leicester, and then along the 
ald Roman road to Lincoln, where I 
had arranged to meet a man whom I 
had admired many times on the Isle 
of Man circuit. Freddie Frith, honored

I was grateful for the Swed- 
ish law which makes vehicle lights 
compulsory at all times, otherwise I 
would have had no warning of the 
big trucks which loomed up out of 
the sleet and brought an avalanche of 
road spray with them. The blast from 
their passing shook the Triumph as 
though it had burst a tire. 


Two stops had been scheduled to 
meet the press and the first was at the 
Esso hotel in the lakeside town of 
Jonkoping about one third of the 
journey to Stockholm. I would have 
preferred not to stop, for it was a 
temptation to enjoy the warmth of 
the hotel longer than time permitted.

Round 2 


Maftaro tops Pro Stock 


in Georgia

WARNER-ROBINS, GA, MAY 17-18 


“Pizza John” Mafaro grabbed up the top 
honors 1n Pro Stock as he out-drove new 
mph record-holder Superbike Mike Keyte. A record 
setting but broken Bobby Baker handed the 


Funnybike win to the very fast 
Keith Lynn. Steve Drake 
jumped out on napping John 
Sachs Jr. to take the Pro Comp 


money at the IDBA’s first quarter- 
mile race of the 1986 season. 

Learning to drive was the order of 
the weekend. Racers were confronted 
with a left lane that became very 
bumpy on the big end, and an abun- 
dance of rubber on the track turned 
into round balls behind the big Pro 
bikes as they clawed for traction on 
the starting line. This is best illus- 
trated in the fact that only one Pro 
elapsed time record was set while 
four mph records were equaled or 
bettered; the horsepower was there 
but just wasn’t being put to the 
ground. 

Most of the racers took out a little 
power here or a little clutch there to 
minimize the effects of the limited 
traction, which left the racing close 
and made the word of the weekend 
finesse. Without it, you were going to 
do some very impressive wheel spins. 

Saturday's qualifying got off to a 
slow start but by the close of the day 
most of the teams seemed to have a 
good hold-on the track. Funnybike 
had qualified 15 bikes with 14 locked 
in position. The top four had quali- 
fied under 7.50 and there wasa spread 
of only 0.04 seconds between them. 
Bobby Baker led the field with a 
7.458; eventual winner Keith Lynn 
was a Close second with a 7.472. 


Pro Comp qualifiers had one man 
to beat, Jim Cooper, who flew down 
the track to the tune of 7.785 on his 
large-displacement, nitrous-injected 
Kawasaki. That would have been a 
competitive funnybike time last year. 

Because this was the inaugural 
quarter-mile race for Cooper’s sub- 
class B/GN, the record was open. 
Before the end of qualifying Cooper 
was able to back up his 7.785 and set 
the new record at 7.785 seconds and 
166.87 mph. 

Steve Drake the second-fastest qual- 
ifier, was in a similar situation. He, 
too, was entered in a new class de- 
signed to take up some of the slack 
created by the new-found horsepower 
in the big, injected Harley-Davidsons 
and would close qualifying with a 
new class record of 8.020 seconds, and 
166.97 mph. 

Pro Stock saw Springnational win- 
ner George Babor qualify fastest on 
Saturday with an 8.391 and be the 
only Pro Stocker to get below 8.40. 

Baker was the first to make a pass 
in eliminations on Sunday, earning a 
bye run because he was fast qualifier 
and the ladder contained only 15 
bikes. As he had done a month ago in 
round one of the IDBA points chase, 
Baker put it to good use by taking a 
little longer to get off the line than 
you could in a regular pass against a 
competitor and blistered the track 
with a record-setting 7.412 and 183.29.

advanced to the next round when 
their competition broke. Mark Miller 
got out first on Rusty Quesenberry as 
he blew away the old mph record of 
Terry Kizer at 183.29 with a 185.18 
mph pass. Gary Falta reacted first 
against Steve Tracy but drifted left 
and let the big Suzuki of Tracy make 
up some of the ground lost from a big 
dose of wheel spin on the start com- 
bined with the wrestling match that 
Tracy has been having with the very 
powerful ex-championship mount of 
of George Bryce to pass Falta on the 
big end. 

The next round of competition 
would showcase the fastest pass in 
Funnybike history. Baker and Orient 
Express’ Jon Baugh were the princi- 
ple players in a duel that saw Baugh 
react first and get a lead on Baker, 
whose tire whisped smoke; Baugh 
eased out of it and was able to get by 
further up the track. The numbers 
tell the story. Baker had a 0.535- 
second reaction time combined with 
a 7.458 at 183.329, while Baugh hada 
reaction time of 0.523 and a track 
time of 7.47 at 175.81. 

Larry Reynolds’ supercharged 
Kawasaki Funnybike went out next 
when it broke its transmission and 
allowed Steve Tracy to advance tothe 
next round. 


Lynn faced Israel for the third pass 
of the round and the two came out of 
the hole like one piece, Lynn’s 0.508 
reaction time got the better of Israel's 
0.514 and Israel’s 7.696 at 175.09 
couldn’t catch Lynn’s 7.550 at 174.41. 

Mark Miller backed up his record- 
setting 185.18 mph pass with an iden- 
tical 185.18 against Ron Ayers on the 
next pass. 


The semi-finals put Baker against 
Tracy. Baker reacted first with a 0.557 
to Tracy’s 0.592 then Tracy gota lit- 
tle out of shape. The race was over as 
Baker crossed the finish line first and 
blew a motor. Mark Miller jumped 
out on Lynn but as has happened so 
many times before, Miller’s tire went 
up in smoke and Lynn rolled to the 
win. 

Baker couldn’t make the 45-minute 
call to the final as race officials hur- 
ried the program to beat an impending 
rainstorm and Lynn made an un- 
contested pass for the win. 

The Pro Comp show began with 
the fast qualifier red-lighting himself 
out of competition and allowing John 
Sachs Jr. to advance to the next 
round. The interesting thing was 
that Cooper didn't jump the start but 
instead accidently backed out of the 
lights. Once you’re in those beams, 
you're in. 

Jim Dodich holed four pistons on 
Saturday and had to drive eight hours 
down to Orlando, Florida to get 
another set, then return and put the 
motor back together. He didn’t sleep 
Saturday night. Then he came to the 
track Sunday morning and qualified 
seventh with an 8.01. But, all this 


| 
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would be for naught as the traction 
would let him down and tire spin 
would completely take away any 
chance of Dodich catching the rested 
reflexes of Neal Lane, whose 0.513 
reaction time put the sleepless Dodich 
at an immediate disadvantage. 
Dodich’s respectable 8.058 was no 
match for Lane’s 7.833. 

Steve Drake and Willie Foster would 
glide by trouble-plagued Floyd Huntz 
and Harold Windham respectively. 

John Sachs Jr. and Steve Drake 
would have an easy time of it in the 
semis as Neal Lane’s transmission 
went away for Sachs and Willie Fos- 
ter red-lighted Drake into the final. 
But neither Drake nor Sachs could 
afford to take it easy; the fastest pass 
would get lane choice and either one 
of them would have liked to banish 
the other to the left lane for the final. 

Drake won the battle for the right ` 
lane by turning an 8.041 to Sachs’ 
8.170. The only thing not taken into 
consideration was reaction time. It 
raised its head in the final as Drake's 
winning 8.19 at 166.66 compared to 
Sachs’ losing 8.12 at 158.45. Drake 
and his Kendall/Suzuki of L.A./Star 
Racing-Suzuki were on their way to 
the bank with a 0.397 reaction time to 
Sachs’ 0.613. 

The last round of qualifying on 
Sunday was the beginning of what 
had to be the best weekend of racing 
for superbike Mike Keyte in a year. It 
was In that round that Keyte finally 
broke the 8.30 barrier, and in a big 
way. Keyte blew down the gates with 
the fastest pass of his career, an 8.29 at 
161.87; it would be a new mph record 
if he could back it up. 

The first round saw fast qualifier 
Babor knock off Terry Ausmus while 
Dave Schultz rolled past a left-drifting 
Russ Nyberg. Keyte wheel-spun his 
way back into the 8.40s but beat 
Lance Boyer and Marty Blades trail- 
ered Dave Newton. 

Jerry Meyers woke up from his 
0.796-second nap to run down Stuart 
Hamby and Bryce took his Star Rac- 
ing entry and smoked Wendell Daniel. 
Dick Speed and P.J. Mafaro got by 
Donald DeTurck and the broken Les- 
ter Jenkins III, respectively. 

The next round caught Schultz out 
early on the tire-spinning Babor, 
Schultz’s 8.471 at 159.01 was enough 
to send Babor’s 8.413 at 159.01 back to ` 
Clearwater, Florida. Marty Blades was 
very aware of Keyte’s 8.29 and wanted 
to hang around for a couple more 
rounds so he tried cutting the tree 
down on Keyte but he did too gooda 
job and red-lighted; Keyte flew to the 
other end with an 8.386 at 160.14. 

Meyers got an easy win off Bryce at 
midtrack when the ignition on 
Bryce’s Suzuki malfunctioned and 
Mafaro pulled together six years of 
Pro Stock experience and drove his 
LAW/Wiseco/VHR Suzuki toan 8.31 
at 161.57 to equal the old mph record, 
and beat Speed. 

Schultz ran Keyte next in the semis,

which, except for some chrome and a 
black stripe, looked very much like 
his old Pro Stocker. Until he took it 
down the track; unlike the old one, 
this one tracks straight as a string. 
But even a straight line wasn’t going 
to help against the flying Keyte. When 
the lights came Keyte was out first 
and never looked back. Keyte had 
climbed back into his bag of tricks 
and pulled out another 8.30 pass but 
this one was sweet, It was an 8.32 at 
161.57, the old mph record held by 
Terry Vance. 

Mafaro had tasted the 160 mph 
barrier at this track and had felt an 
8.31 here also, and now that he knew 
what he had to do to make his Suzuki 
work here, he wanted a piece of Keyte’s 
mph record. Mataro has been known 
for a handful of gas and a handful of 
clutch which at some tracks 15 just 
too aggressive a driving style on a 
200-horsepower motorcycle. Even at 
the NHRA tracks where traction is at 
a premium, Mafaro has had to temper 
his launching style. 

So here he was on a bike with 
which he had made three 8.20 passes 
on the week before at another track. A 
bike that Mafaro had blatantly refused 
to detune for this track with the 
Cajun Nationals only a week away. 
So it was up to him to drive it like he 
had to drive it. 

When the last yellow blinked out 
Meyers was already gone to a red 
light trying to get the jump on Mafaro. 
This left Mafaro with nothing to 
concentrate on but busting the new 
record. When he got to the big end 
the announcer was screaming; Mafaro 
had just turned an 8.33 at the identi- 
cal 161.87 mph that Keyte had already 
set the record with. 

This turn of events left two old

day that had seen both learn a lot 
about motorcycle drag racing. Be- 
cause Keyte had turned the faster 8.32 
the round before, (to Mafaro’'s 8.33), 
he had lane choice. Naturally Keyte 
chose the better right lane. 

That decision should have pretty 
much sealed Mafaro’s fate. Two weeks 
before it probably would have, but 
now Mafaro had the feel. The starter 
pushed the button and the lights 
rolled through their sequence. Mafaro 
was out first because Keyte probably 
had another 8.29 pass in his motor 
and thus far Mafaro hadn't been able 
to crack the 8.20s at this track. Keyte 
spun almost imperceptably but com- 
bined with his 0.156-second slower 
reaction time couldn't close the 
ground that the light touch of Mafaro 
had opened up. Then it was up to 
Mafaro to stay in the paint and not 
make any mistakes. 

Mafaro went 8.337 at 159.57 in the 
“slow lane” to Keyte’s 8.447 at 158.45. 
Later, at teardown, it was discovered 
that one of Keyte’s valve adjusting 
screws had backed completely out of 
the rocker arm and was laying in the 
head. Maybe there was another 8.20 
pass in that motor.

by Gary Hyer with a 10.236 at 123.45.

Honda’s Larry Brooks and Honda- 
mounted Guy Cooper of Oklahoma. 
Keith Bowen, the Yamaha factory 
rider from Michigan who entered the 


race with the top spot in the 125cc. 


National point standings, was well 
back in 13th place. 

Kehoe and Dymond went at it for 
most of the race, Kehoe always lead- 
ing and Dymond applying pressure 
from a few bikelengths back. The 
battle went down to the wire, and 
even though Dymond kept the pres- 
sure on until the final turn, the slip 
he was waiting for never came; Kehoe 
held the advantage when the checkers 
fell. 

By lap six Turpin had taken fourth, 
Warren had moved up one position 
into fifth, and Holland was running 
sixth. Bowen had come from behind 
to take over seventh, Suzuki's A.J. 
Whiting was running eighth, Brooks 
was ninth and Cooper still held down 
10th place. 

Bowen challenged Warren for fifth 
in the late stages of the race, and the 
two riders went at it in every turn for 
four, three-minute laps before Bowen 
finally pulled away from Warren on 
the final go-around. Bowen also got 
around Turpin on-the last lap, fin- 
ishing fourth, just behind Leisk. Tur- 
pin settled for fifth place; Warren 
crossed the line in sixth. 

Kawasaki-mounted Rodney Barr 
from North Carolina nabbed the hole- 
shot in the second moto, but it wasn’t 
long before Dymond was out in front, 
leading the pack. Kehoe, who got 
caught in traffic coming out of the 
gate, finished the first lap 11 posi- 
tions behind Dymond. Just trailing 
the front-running factory Honda rider 
at the end of the first lap were Barr, 
Warren, Holland, Bowen, Burnworth 
and Brooks. 

By midrace, Dymond was riding as 
smooth as silk in first, while the 
hard-charging Bowen had moved into 
second place and was waiting for 
Dymond to make a slip. Holland was 
holding down third, followed closely 
by Burnworth, Bar, Kehoe and Brooks. 

Bowen’s hopes for a moto victory 
went up in a cloud of dust on lap six. 
The factory. Yamaha rider went down 
hard when his front end washed out 
coming off a set of doubles in the 


front section of the course. He crawled 
off the track, visibly shaken, clutch- 
ing his stomach. He remounted his- 


motorcycle in a few moments, took 
one more lap, then pulled off the 
track, electing not to continue. 

Bowen's crash gave Dymond some 
breathing room and pushed Holland 
up into second. On lap 10, with three 
laps left, Burnworth was pushing 
Holland hard for the number two 
spot, and a couple of lapped riders 
separated the duo from fourth-place 
Kehoe. 

Dymond motored across the line to 
take the checkers on lap 13, Holland 
held off Burnworth to claim second, 
and Kehoe cruised to fourth. Brooks 
rounded out the top five, followed by 
Barr, Ryan, Leisk, Fred Andrews, 
and Kawasaki-mounted Tyson Voh- 
land of California. 

"My first National Championship 
win means a lot,” said Dymond after 
the race. “I hope this can become a 
stepping stone for me. Moving down 
to the 125cc class was a big decision. I 
didn’t think I could do well on a 
125cc. You can’t make mistakes like 
you can on a big bike. 

“It took me a long time to get 
going in the first moto,” Dymond 
said. “Sometimes you've got to sit 
around quite a while before the first 
race. By the second race I was ready to 
go.” e

the town of Linkoping. Like most of 
Sweden, this is moose country and the 
roads are punctuated with warning 
signs bearing images of these anim- 
als which are the size of a cow and 
have never been known to reverse 
once they decide to cross aroad. They 
make a big contribution to the Swed- 
ish road accident figures. 

The second press appointment was 
in the large town of Norrkopping at 
the Rallye hotel, made famous as the 
checkpoint for the Monte Carlo Ral- 
lye drivers who start from the north 
of Sweden. By the time I arrived there, 
the half daylight had faded, the tem- 
perature had dropped to near zero, 
and the driving sleet turned into ice 
on the screen of the fairing. Bengt 
phoned Stockholm to report our posi- 
tion and gave our estimated time of 
arrival as 7:00 p.m., which meant 
doing the remaining 120 miles in 2% 
hours. It was some encouragement to 
be told by Bengt that the exhibition 
organizers had arranged a birthday 
party for me at the Stockholm hotel. 
This last section ot the journey seemed 
much further than 120 miles and the 
road was busy with big freighters tra- 
velling south to the ports. Each one 
had a bow wave like a destroyer and 
the Volvo was an occasional blur. 

At last the darkness of the road was 
illuminated by sodium lamps but 
they soon disappeared astern. They 
were the lights of Sodcertalje and 
twice more came illuminated stretches 
of road followed by darkness as the 
towns of Tumb and Huddinge fell 
behind. Away to the east the flash of a 
lighthouse was reflected in the snow 
clouds, the entrance to Stockholm 
harbor, and at last I saw the city limit 
sign. Ten minutes later I rode the 
Triumph into the hotel garage and 
the journey was over, the least enjoy- 
able of the many I had done for the 
Meriden company, and the last. 

In my room I observed the ritual 
which had made many long rides 
worthwhile, a warm bath with a 
large whisky in easy reach, and I 
reflected on my 22 Meriden years. 
Was it really so long ago that I dis- 
carded my army uniform and put on 
riding gear to start my travels as a 
Triumph representative? I remem- 
bered the license number MN X 675 of 
the Speed Twin I had to buy to start 
my work and which covered 50,000 
faultless miles in the year before I 


traded it for the Tiger 100 GDU 718 
and did another 50,000 before buying 
one of the first three Thunderbirds 
which launched the new 40 cubic 
inch model with the 500-miles-at-92- 
mph demonstration at the Montlhery 
track in France. It is now in the 
National Motorcycle Museum near 
Meriden. In the Scotland Yard Driv- 
ing School Museum is the Police 
Saint Thunderbird 177 EUE which 
carried me for 100,000 miles on dem- 
onstration rides in Britain and con- 
tinental countries. Happy years of 
trouble-free miles which now ended 
in Stockholm with a machine which 
had given me my worst ride of all. 
The following morning I rode the 
Triumph into the Marble Halls exhi- 
bition building and opened the show 
with a ceremonial cutting of the tape. 
The show was sponsored by the Swed- 
ish international racing driver Picko 
Troberg and in the evening I was one 
of the people who crowded into his 
Rolls Royce to be driven- around 
Stockholm. The Rolls was ex-British 
Embassy and in place of the Ambas- 
sador’s pennant there was a banner 
advertising the bike show. The orig- 
inal chauffeur would never have dared 
to drive like Picko. After the party 
that evening to celebrate the opening 
of the show, a girl reporter from a 
Swedish journal made an excellent 
contribution to the enjoyment by 
performing a strip dance. She was 
wasting her time as a journalist. 
The prospect of riding the Tri- 
umph back to Gothenburg did not 
appeal to me, and so I had it shipped 
back from Stockholm and phoned 
Freddie Frith asking him if he would 
collect it at Immingham by truck. We 
arranged to meet at the Lincolnshire 
Police headquarters and I would trail 
it back to Meriden. A few days later 
we metat Lincoln and Freddie arrived 
riding the machine. He had been cur- 
ious to check out the report I had 
given him a week earlier and was 
even more curious to learn the cause 
of the problem. I telephoned him the 
answer the following day when the 
forks were stripped at the factory. 
The stanchions had been drilled the 
wrong way around, so reversing the 
fork damping action. Some hundreds 
of machines had gone out in this 
condition but there was time to replace 
the stanchions before anyone got hurt. 
A more satisfying outcome of my last 
Triumph ride than the thousand 
orders I brought back from Stock- 
holm. =

MONZA, ITALY, MAY 18 


Eddie Lawson won a superbly judged 500cc 
Italian Grand Prix at Monza on his Marl- 
boro Yamaha and took the Championship 
points lead in the absence of Freddie Spencer, 


who missed the event because 
of the forearm. problem.that 
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forced him to retire from the 


“Spanish Grand Prix'two weeks . 





before. Anton Mang beat Carlos 
Lavado in the 250cc race. 

Lawson led a Yamaha sweep with 
Team Lucky Strike Roberts’ Randy 
Mamola and Mike Baldwin second 
and third. Baldwin got the best of a 
race-long battle with Christian Sar- 
ron and Rob McElInea on similar 
machines and the unlucky McEInea 
crashed on the last lap, having read 
the erroneous official lap board and 
made his play a lap early to lead the 
trio across the line. 

“We were in such a close group,” 
said McElnea later, nursing his 
swollen hand, “that I could not see 
my team pit board clearly. I was 
watching the official board and that 
was wrong because when I crossed 
the line and sat up thinking I was 
third they both passed me. Baldwin's 
bike was quicker and I tried to get the 
power on hand to chase him again 
but the back end came around. I 
thought I could hold it but it threw 
me off. Lawson had been telling me 
to get out there and ‘flick the bitch’ 
but the bitch flicked me!” 

Wayne Gardner’s World Champion- 
ship lead was dashed away from him 
when Swiss privateer Marco Gentile 
hit him on the start line. “I didn’t get 
a good start but the bike fired and I 
was just getting on when I was hit in 
the back of the leg. It smashed my 
knee into the gear lever and it hurt so 
much I almost dropped the bike. The 
engine died and when I tried to push 
itagain I had hardly any power in my 
leg. When I got it started I found that 
I could change up but not down. I 
just had to call into the pits to have it 
straightened.” 

With Gardner trying to catch up 
an almost-two-lap deficit, he had lit- 
tle chance of getting into the points 
but he rode hard, getting upto 16th at 
the end. 

For Lawson, it was a perfect race 
and unusually he was first away from 
the line. “I couldn't believe my start 
and when I got to the first corner in 
front I didn’t know what to do with 
myself. The bike was perfect and the 
only slight problem I had was sweat 
running into my eyes because it was 
so humid,” said Lawson. 








Lawson’s comment on Gardner's 
start line incident was strong. ““That 
is the second time in two races, sooner 
or later someone is going to get badly 
hurt. We have this wonderful system 
of push starts and it has got to 
change.” 

Lawson was never challenged and 
Mamola followed him all the way 
after passing Didier de Radigues for 
second early on; de Radigues slowed 
as his rear suspension unit started to 
fail and he finished fifth. Less fortu- 
nate was Ron Haslam, who had a 
fine ride on the Elf only to be robbed 
of sixth place when he ran out of fuel, 
as did Spaniard Juan Garriga on the 
Cagiva. 

Lawson hasa very good start to the 
year. "Anything can happen, there 
are only two races done,” said Law- 
son. “Something can happen to me 
but it’s a great start to the season.” 

Kenny Roberts, though impressed 
with the way his men Mamola and 
Baldwin. rode, as always was out to 
win. “Everything, every practice, every 
discussion night and day Is geared to 
winning and then when you watch 
Eddie click off one or two-tenths of a 


second each lap, increasing his lead, 


you stand there trying to figure out 
why the strategy we figured out and 
talked about all week long isn’t work- 
ing. I guess itis a little unfair because 
the Marlboro Team has a lot of expe- 
rience on us but. my competitiveness 
means that in the back of my mind I 
want to win. They did a good job, 
though, and we'll get better.” 

Baldwin set the fastest lap of the 
race, breaking Roberts’ lap record, 
but Lawson always seemed to have 
things well under control and was 
not pushed to repeat his pole-setting 
time. He had a two-second lead after 
seven laps and almost three seconds 
after nine laps. From that point he 
took his time passing tail enders and 
just kept the advantage to around 
two seconds until Mamola began to 
give up the chase over the last 10 laps, 
Lawson had a six-second advantage 
at the flag. 

Mamola cited the superior speed of 
Lawson’s machine. “I needed to get 
into his slipstream to stay with him 
and I got quite a good start and tried 
hard but I got held up by Didier early 
on and that meant I never got on 
Lawson’s tail. I will, though, and I’m 
going to win a few before the end of 
the season.” Baldwin had nowhere 
near as good a start even after lengthy 
lessons from Roberts. “I took eight 
steps and hit the tank with my chest 
but it just didn’t fire up right and the 
three cylinders and Eddie got away so 
well it.was hard to catch up,” Bald- 
win said. 

In the 250cc race, Toni Mang came 
from being sixth fastest in practice 
and drew on his tremendous expe- 
rience and determination to win on 
his Rothmans Honda, but only by 
three feet from Carlos Lavado on the 
HB Yamaha. So fast was the pace that 
Mang’s race average speed exceeded 
that of the old lap record. 

Mang’s increased pace caused him 
problems with the suspension. ““The 
bike was not handling well going 
into the corners so I had to go in 
slower and try and come out quicker,” 
he said. “That worked but towards 
the end of the race the handling went 
off even more and I had to slow. Car- 
los made the mistake of trying to ride 
‘round the outside of me in the last 
corner and no one was going to pass 
me there; he should have tried up the 
inside. I know because I made the 
same mistake with Jon Ekerold in 
1981 

Jean Francois Balde was a very 
good third, getting the better of a 
long battle with pole position man 
Martin Wimmer and Sito Pons. Wim- 
mer had started badly again on the 
Yamaha and though he fought 
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The Monza track is 3.5 miles long 
with several fast sections. 


through the field quickly he could 
not get clear of the two Hondas of 
Pons and Balde. 

Balde was even slower than Mang 
in practice, down in 16th place, but 
he was confident before the race that 
he could go faster once he had sorted 
out the handling problems of his 
NSR250. “We had the same trouble 
in Spain and that is that most of the 
Honda springs are too soft for me. It 
means that the back of the bike sits 
down in the corner and I run out of 
ground clearance. It is only after 
practice that we found a much strong- 
er spring and in the morning warm-up 
I was a second quicker and then in 
the race a second quicker again. We 
are lucky because I think we found 
the perfect setting for the bike.” 

The early leader was local hero 
Fausto Ricci on the Honda Italy 
NSR250 and he hung on to first for 
three laps; with Mang and Lavado 
chasing, the trio pulled away from 
the field. First Mang took over the 
lead and then Lavado relegated Ricci 
to thirdas the Italian’s ignition packed 
up. Lavado tried to hang on to Mang 
but the German veteran opened up a 
lead that grew to five seconds at half 
distance before Mang was forced to 
ease off. 

Jacques Cornu was in great form 
again on his private RS250 Honda 
and worked hard to overhaul Domi- 
nique Sarron on the factory issue NS. 
That put him two places ahead of 
Parisienne teammate Pierre Bolle on 
the Jorg Moller disc valver. 


After being almost a second faster 
than anyone else 1n practice, Fausto 
Gresini was the firm 125cc race favor- 
ite. True to form he dominated the 18- 
lap race although he had to battle 
hard over the opening laps to get 
clear of what became a race-long bat- 
tle for second between Angel Nieto, 
August Auinger, Luca Cadalora, Ezio 
Gianola and Domenico Brigaglia. 

The opening laps were fierce with 
Auinger on the Bartol MBA the early 
leader; Auinger was passed by Garelli- 
mounted Gresini but hung onto him 
until lap five while battling to stave 
off the attacks of those behind. Both 
Gianola and Brigaglia retired in the 
closing stages, but Nieto on the 
Ducados and Auinger fought it out to 
the line, leaving Cadalora a little in 
the last two desperate laps. Nieto and 
Auinger had a disagreement at one 
chicane on the last lap that left the 
Austrian in the dirt and having to 
settle for third. 

It was a very exciting 80cc race 
from start to finish with Angel Nieto 
and Aspar Martinez on Derbis bat- 
ting with Stefan Dorflinger for the 
lead. The pace got hotter and hotter 
until Nieto and Martinez tried to use 
the same piece of road at the first 
chicane on lap eight and Nieto fell. A 
few seconds later lan McConnachie 
also went down, ending an inspired 
ride after being left on the line. He 
passed 14 people on the first lap and 
had got up to fourth when the engine 
seized and he fell. Martinez and Dor- 
flinger continued to battle with World 
Champion Dorflinger leading across 
the line. .

Mike McDonald 
nabs upset win

In a surprising upset victory, Mike McDo- 
nald kept up a sizzling pace for over 230 
miles in a dash from Lucerne Valley, Cali- 
fornia to Parker, Arizona to take the check- 


ered flag in the 33rd Annual 
Chuck Stearns Memorial Check 


Chase. 
McDonald, of the Viewfind- 


ers M.C., was riding a Kawasaki 
KX500 in his first attempt at com- 
pleung the point-to-point event, 
hosted by the Checkers M.C. and 
sponsored by Grand Sport Tires. 
Before the race began, he was not 
regarded as a major threat. 

But after more than ftour-and-a- 
half hours of grueling racing, Mc- 
Donald held on to cross the finish 
line a full five minutes ahead of the 
nearest competitor. The rough ter- 
rain sidelined many of the event’s top 
contenders with mechanical prob- 
lems, and had others miles off course, 
riding in circles and looking for pink 
course-marking ribbons. 

A field of 280 riders lined up at 
Soggy Dry Lake for the start of the 
event, which ts one of the few point- 
to-point races remaining in AMA 
desert racing. Theevent, which was 
cancelled for the last two years due to 
land use problems, was recently re- 
named in memory of well-known 
racer Chuck Stearns, who died after a 
long illness last year. 

The banner dropped for the Ama- 
teur/ Expert start at 8:30 a.m., and the 
swarm of riders powered off into the 


cross-grain of the early running, then 
spread out on the fast-paced fire roads 
that followed. 

The pink ribbons followed the 
course of the SCORE Great Mojave 
250, cut off onto a powerline road, 
and then led riders into a Checkers 
M.C. favorite — a tricky eight-mile 
section of lava rocks, complete with 
uphill ledges and looming dropoffs. 

The first section of the course, 
which took the racers from Soggy 
Dry Lake to the first gas stop at Lud- 
low, was a long 50-mile stretch that 
proved disasterous for many racers 
who had not topped off their gas 
tanks after practicing on the bomb 
run. Despite a warning in riders’ 
instructions regarding the range 
needed for some sections of the race, 
many promising rides bit the dust in 
the long sand wash that led into the 
first pit. 

Charlie Morris, Jr., who was con- 
sidered one of the major threats in the 
250cc Class, was running third over- 
all as the course neared the first pit, 
but ran out of gas with less than one 
mile to go. 

“I was in third, but by the time I 
got gas I ended up leaving the first pit 
about 30th overall,” said a disap- 
pointed Morris, who dropped out of 
the race competely at the second gas 
stop after losing more ume witha flat 


rear tire. 
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Kenny Parry topped the 250cc class and finished third overall on his 


YZ250 Yamaha; Parry is reigning D-37 250cc Champion. 





The first rider to arrive for gas at 
the first pit was Arizona’s number 
one desert racer, Husqvarna-mounted 
Garth Sweetland, who completed the 
50-mile section in just over one hour. 
After a rapid pit stop, Sweetland 
powered off up the wash with a half- 
minute lead just as the second-run- 
ning bike, the Open Class Kawasaki 
of Don Griewe, came into view. 

Surprised by the length of the first 
section, Griewe took the extra time to 
top off the tank of his green machine, 
then set off into the 40-mile second 
section 1n pursuit of Sweetland. 

Third through the pits was Derrick 
Paiement, riding an Open Class 
Honda with a bent rear fender reveal- 
ing signs of a fall in the early run- 
ning. Close behind were Ted Hunni- 
cutt of the Shamrocks M.C., strugg]- 
ing into the pits with a flat front tire, 
and McDonald, in fifth overall. 

The first 250cc to arrive in the first 
pit was the familiar Yamaha piloted 
by District 37’s 250cc class champion, 
Kenny Parry. Hot on Parry’s. tail 
were two Open Class KTMs piloted 
by Ken Oviatt and Curt Crandall. 

Noticeably absent among the front 
runners at the first gas stop were 
Team Husky favorites Dan Ashcraft 
and Dan Smith. 

Ashcraft, who led at the bomb and 
had opened up a sizeable lead by the 
10-mile mark, seized his Husky ona 
wide-open road section. The ill-fated 
ace, whose run of mechanical bad 
luck seemed to be over with his win at 
the Lost Angels Hare Scrambles last 
week, was forced to sit by the side of 
the trail and watch as other riders 


flashed by. 


Pre-race favorite Smith also had 
mechanical problems early in the 
first section, but reportedly struggled 
as far as the second pit before throw- 
ing in the towel. 

Sweetiand continued to hold his 
lead in the rough lava rock terrain of 
the race’s second section, and used 
fast poleline roads to draw even fur- 
ther out in front of the pack. He had 
built his lead to more than four min- 
utes over Griewe by the time the 
second gas stop came into view. 

As Griewe stormed out of the second 
pit in a bid to gain some ground on 
Sweetland, all eyes turned to the 
three-bike duel shaping up for third 
overall. The Open class machines of 


Hunnicutt, Crandall and Mike Mc- 
Donald were locked in a life-or-death 
struggle 10 minutes behind the race 
leader. 

The three third-place contenders 
left pit two neck-and-neck, and raced 
out across the deceptive crusty-on- 
top, soggy-underneath dry lake bed 
that led into the third section. Just as 
the race appeared to be settling down, 
disaster once again struck the race 
leaders. 

After running across the dry lake, 
the trail made a sharp right turn, a 
turn that many riders missed, includ- 
ing Sweetland and Griewe, who sud- 
denly lost their chance to lead across 
the line at the checkered flag. The 
two frontrunners missed the marked 
trail, and headed out on a trail of 
their own that completely bypassed 
the third pit and ran them wide, 
straight into pit four. 

“After the lake they had a 100 mph 
road, and we ran on that for ages 
until we figured we must have missed 
the course,” said Griewe when he 
finally made it to the finish line. “On 
the roads they only had ribbon every’ 
mile or so. It would’ve been okay 
with arrows, but there were about 80- 
mph winds out there that had blown 
them down. Without those it just 
wasn't marked well enough.” 

Griewe said he and Sweetland 
finally joined up to search for the 
course. “We messed around for about 
15 minutes trying to work out what 
to do,” said Griewe. “We knew we 
had to go south, but we were a bit off 
because we never made it to the third 
gas — we ended up at four. From 
there we rode all the way-back to the 
third gas so we could get the check. 
We were going to try to keep going, 
but when we found out the 43rd rider 
had gone by, we decided to quit.” 

With Sweetland and Griewe roam- 
ing around in the desert in search of 
pink ribbon, the way was clear for a 
new leader to take command of the 
race — the three-way tussle between 
Hunnicutt (Yamaha), Crandall 
(KTM) and McDonald suddenly had 
become a battle for the lead. As the 
trio entered pit three, McDonald was 
out in front. 

Crandall thundered through the 
pits in second, with Oviatt hard on 
his heels in third. Hunnicutt had 
been pushed back into fourth by Ovi- 








fed Hunnicutt ran hard early-on, 
suffered a flat front tire. 


att’s strong bid from behind, and was 
already being challenged again by 
fifth-running Parry. 

Parry, who was leading the 250cc 
class, was followed through by Brett 
Howell, who had wrung out his 
KX125 Kawasaki on the wide-open 
stretches to scream into the C class 
lead at sixth overall. But even sixth 
was not safe for Howell, who had to 
look back constantly to check on fel- 
low 125cc competitor Mike Heyler, 
who had worked his way up to eighth 
overall at pit two, and was steadily 
gaining ground. 

A gutsy ride by Honda-mounted 
Bill Becker had given him the lead in 
the Vet class at pit two, in seventh 
overall, with a comfortable margin 
over Wes Anderson, Jr., who was 
back in 16th overall. 

McDonald held his new position at 
the front of the pack through the 
fourth pit. As the course followed the 
chewed-up route of the SCORE Parker 
400, McDonald open up his lead and 
took the checkered flag more than 
five minutes ahead of Crandall’s 
KTM. 

"I won? I don’t believe it,” said a 
hotand tired McDonald at the finish. 
“This is my first win overall in any- 
thing. They told me I was in first 
when I got to the third gas stop. I was 
really surprised. Id passed Hunni- 
cutt and that put me in third leaving 
pit two, but I didn’t see the others so I 
thought they were still in front.” 

McDonald described the 234 miles 
of hot and dusty racing as “A lot of 
fun. It was hard to see the course a lot 
of times; it got pretty virgin out there. 
But overall, I loved it. I want to say 
thanks to Mashburn Kawasaki for 
hel ping me keep this thing together,” 
he said, patting the tank of his Kawa- 
saki, “and to the Viewfinders for the 
pits.” i 

Second across the finish line was 
Crandall. “I had a. good ride,” said 
the 17-year-old hotshot. ““The course 
was good. It was a variety of things — 
fast stuff, a lot of cross grain, a lot of 
roads, and there was one sandy sec- 
tion that was tough. I think the worst 
bit was the last secuon. That was 
really rough. It was the SCORE 
course, and that really takes it out of 
you.” 

Crandall, of the Prospectors M.C., 
wanted to thank a long list of spon- 
sors, including Procycle KIM, Z 
Racing, Cycle Am, Scott USA, Dura- 
lube, “and Mom and Dad — they’re 
the most important of all.” 

Third overall, and first 250cc, was 
Parry, who had worked his way up 
steadily after dropping back to 17th 
overall at pit two. 

“First off, let me thank the Checkers 
for doing all that it takes to put the

race on,” said Parry. “It takes a lot of 
work and they deserve some thanks 
for that.

tire early in the running. “I was first 
250cc off the start, but about 10 miles 
past the bomb I gota flat tire running 
over a cactus. I didn’t have any spare 


_ures, so when I got to the first gas 


stop we had to change the tube. I 
think I left the pits in 30th or 40th 
overall. I had a lot of time to make 
up. I just hung in there and kept the 
pace going. 

"It feels good to win a big one, and 
this is definitely one of those,” said 
Parry. “And I want.to say thanks to 
my wife and kids — they did pit four 
all by themselves.” 

Fourth overall went to Open Vet 
Bill Becker, of the Rovers M.C., who 
was suffering from a lack of gears. “I 
was stuck in fourth gear all the way 
in,” said Becker. “That was all I had 
left.” Becker is sponsored by DRS/ 
Grazianos Restaurant/Yokohama 
tires. 

A bloody-nosed Brett Howell coast- 
ed across the finish line in fifth over- 
all, taking the top honors in the 125cc 
Class. The second 125cc to take the 
checkered flag — an Alhambra Yama- 
ha YZ125 piloted by Mike Heyler — 
crossed the finish line in sixth over- 
all, just under one minute behind 
Howell.

Cagiva to attempt 
125cc record 


TORRANCE, CA, MAY 19 

Cagiva North America Presi- 
dent GianFranco Castiglioni 
announced that the company 
will sponsor an attempt on the 


125cc World Land Speed Record in 
August on the Bonneville Salt Flats 
near Wendover, Utah. The current 
record of 153.8 mph was set in 1953 by 
an NSU streamliner. 

Cagiva’s attempt will use an Ameri- 
can-built, street-legal streamliner 
powered by a 35-horsepower Cagiva 
WMX125 liquid-cooled, two-stroke 
motocross engine. The streamliner, 
designed and built by Dan Hane- 
brink, Bob Lebo and Andy Baines, 
achieved 557 mpg in the 1986 Craig 
Vetter High Mileage contest using a 
\3-horsepower, 180cc four-stroke, 
single-cylinder Honda engine. 

The German-built NSU that set 
the record in 1953 had 20 horsepower 
and reported drag coefficient of 0.88. 
Hanebrink, Lebo and Baines claim a 
drag coefficient of 0.08 for their 
streamliner and anticipate reaching 
speeds of over 160 mph at Bonneville. 

Hanebrink is the project design 
engineer and is in charge of chassis 
and suspension. Lebo is in charge of 


from Honda-mounted Saunders.

The motorcycling phenomenon of the 1980s 
has to be the long-distance rally. The desert 
races, or “raids” as they are coming to be 
known with typical Latin machismo, have ar- 


rived center-stage with aston- 
ishing speed in Europe, par- 
ticularly in France and Italy. 


There may be only around half: 


a dozen or so which have achieved a 
premier status — the time, commit- 
ment, preparation and money re- 
quired to participate makes their 
number necessarily limited — but 
these few events have come to influ- 
ence motorcycling in Europe out of 
all proportion to their numbers. 

You only have to look at the enor- 
mous range of lookalike poseurs’ gear 
which has appeared on the market 
there in the last few years; it ranges 
from the sublime to the ridiculous. 
The Yamaha Tenere is by far Europe's 
biggest-selling machine but in its 
bulky shadow are the mewling and 
puking infants of the genre — dozens 
of 50 and 125cc “Paris-Dakar replicas” 
from nearly as many obscure Italian 
factories. It seems that you can. bung 
a 10-gallon tank on just about any 
old nail and have a sales winner on 
your hands. Even the normally dig- 
nified BMW factory, with admittedly 
more to boast about than most in this 
field, isn’t above such plastic surgery 
on its fading stars. 

And the rest of the world? With 
almost the sole exception of Austra- 
lia there has been hardly a flicker of 
interest despite the undeniably ro- 
mantic and macho image of mighty 
thumpers with fuel tanks the size of 


gasometers thundering across endless 
shimmering wastes. Sure, there are 
races like the Baja, but these are on a 
different scale to the marathon treks 
across great continents that the Euro- 
peans have been going in for in the 
last few years. There’s the Paris-Dakar 
event, of course; everyone’s heard of 
that, but in Europe rallies like the 
Djerba, the Atlas and the Pharoah are 
rapidly becoming classics. What had 
the Mediterranean types stumbled 
upon? What was going on? This was 
a matter for fearless investigative re- 
porting, reckoned a bored hack in 
Morecambre, England. And that, 
gentle reader, is how and why num- 
ber 34 of 43 entrants got himself to 
the start line of the inaugural 2500- 
mile, around-Peru Acerbis Incas 
Rally, already rather beginning to 
wish that he-hadn’t.. . 

It wasn’t quite as simple as that, of 
course; it never is. The entry fee was 
£2,500 ($3740)! 

The bit that should have been the 
hardest — finding suitable transport 
— was actually the easiest. A phone 
call revealed that Armstrong, pur- 
veyors of motor bicycles to the British 
military, had just such a machine 
available for wrecking . . . er, testing 

. in suitably tough conditions. It 
was a police version actually, with 
electric start, white plastic and, almost 
miraculously, an essential six-gallon 
tank. Otherwise, the machine was 
very similar to the one now entering

service with the British Army after 
their £5 million ($7.48 million) order. 
Other armies which have ordered the 
bike are the Canadian and the Jor- 
danian. 

The bike is a close relative to the 
machine which is just about to start 
trials with the British Despatch Rid- 
ers’ Association as a possible industry- 
standard, low-tech workhorse, a kind 
of London taxi for the 6000 or so 
motorcycle couriers who earn a liv- 
ing in Britain’s cities by rushing vital 
parcels from office to office. The 
DRA’s members have been getting 
more and more fed up with the cost 
and frequent non-availability of spares 
to keep their machines on the road. A 
simple, economical and reliable mo- 
torcycle which could be bought in 
bulk along with the necessary spares, 
thus achieving economies of scale, 
could be a breakthrough for its 
members. 

A race like this, across mountains, 
rivers and deserts, on unsurfaced roads 
and sometimes no roads at all, would 
be the ultimate test for a bike designed 
to be as strong and reliable as possible. 
It wouldn't be strictly competitive 
with machines like the R&D XR600 
works Honda that Andrea Balestrieri 
raced to third in this year’s Paris- 
Dakar and would be riding in the 
Incas, but it was available, it was de- 
signed for sketchy maintenance 
schedules and it was certainly differ- 
ent. 

For racing purposes, it was also 
under-suspended, under-braked,. too 
slow and at about 400 pounds ready 
to roll, way too heavy. Still, the aim 
was simply to finish and without any 
back-up team, I reckoned the Arm- 
strong might just be the thing for the 
job. 

And then the back-up team mate- 
rialized. Actually, that’s putting it a 
little grandiosely. Bob’s knowledge 
and opinion of the motorcycle is 
encapsulated in his definition; “a 
wheel at each end and a fool in the 
middle,” but as the only British en- 
trantin this folly it would bea help to 
have someone along to wave his arms 
and shout loudly at all the foreigners. 
That seems to be all team managers 
do. Anyway, Bob was the only person 
I knew rich and stupid enough to pay 
vast sums of money to be bumped 
around Peru in a four-wheel-drive 
vehicle and contract the runs. Beinga 
marketing chappie, he also reckoned 
that he'd be able to secure vast sums 
of sponsorship money to pay for the 


whole jaunt. His sanguinity about 
this started to pale as polite interest | 
from marketing directors and PR 
persons turned to fobbing-off flannel 
as soon as financial involvement was 
invited. 

By now time was running short 
and hysteria loomed as we flapped 
about trying to get a thousand and 
one things done. Bike preparation 
consisted of borrowing it for a week- 
end before crating it up, fitting a 
brace of the long-lasting Czechoslo- 
vakian Barum ures and removing 
mirrors and lights. The only ride I 
had on it was to pick up the tires. 

The panic mounted and then sud- 
denly disappeared. For some reason 
all the petty frustrations stopped get- 
ting to us and we began to treat the 
whole thing as a big joke. The same 
thing happened to Armstrong boss 
Alan Clews. He had been terse and 
reserved every time I had visited the 
factory, no doubt regretting what he 
had let himself in for but once he saw 
the crated up bike on the trailer 
behind the clapped-out Sweeneymo- 
bile he just started laughing at the 
unlikelihood of me even making it to 
the shippers 200 miles away in Lon- 
don, let alone across Peru. 

The bike’s designer, Mike Eatough, 
reacted the opposite way. He just 
giggled his socks off at the whole lud- 
icrous escapade when I bumped into 
him at the factory and then started 
getting serious. 

“It might get you there, y'know. 
It’s not been properly prepared but 
the engine and chassis are pretty bul- 
letproof. Have you got a spare cam- 
belt? Watch your feet in ruts — the 
footrests are on the low side. Hey this 
sounds like good fun. Wish I was 
going.” 

You can always tell an ex-racer .… . 

With just 24 hours to go before the 
plan left we had given up any hope of 
finding major sponsorship but a last 
desperate phone call to Charles Hewitt 
(whom God preserve) of Rock Oil, a 
local lubricants company ran thus: 

“Charles will you sponsor us?” 

“OK.” 

“But Charles, it’d be great publicity 

.. what?” 

“Yes; OK.” 

I couldn't believe it. We now had 
an all-northwest British effort and so, 
clutching a couple of gallons of Rock’s 
jolly slippery TRM racing engine oil 
and assorted other products as per- 
sonal baggage — which made the 
Heathrow airport security staff a frac-

tion nervous — we boarded the 747. 

The main impression your ace re- 
porter picked up is that the Contin- 
entals are definitely onto something. 
The racing provides all the excitement 
that any variety of handlebar-rattling 
induces, plus an extra dimension 
that’s hard toexplain without preten- 
tiousness. Being so completely alone 
in the desert or mountains and yet in 
the middle of a race brings on a 
strange state of mind — it seems to 
empty itself of all the clutter that 
usually takes up so much space. Zen 
and the Art of Motorcycling Thrash- 
ing! Despite the concentration ob- 
viously required for dodging rocks at 
90 while trying to decipher the handle- 
bar-mounted road book, you feel cur- 
iously relaxed. It’s like the “white line 
fever” you get on the best long road 
rides but much more intense. 

The desert especially made a par- 
ticular impact. An odd euphoric feel- 
ing would sometimes creep up after 
an hour or so of riding until I found 
myself grinning inanely as the Arm- 
strong and I bounced along. At times 
I almost wanted to get lost. In Britain 
it’s almost impossible to put much 
distance between yourself and the rest 
of the seething masses, and the un- 
familiar solitude pulled gently but 
insistently at both head and heart. 

Peru itself has to be the best place 
yet discovered for this type of event, 
apart from the difficulty and expense 
of getting there. The terrain varies 
enormously and, outside the big 
towns, nearly all the roads and tracks 
are unsurfaced. You could ride for 
years and never exhaust the store of 
new places to go.

eventual destination of Nazca. At these 
altitudes, both rider and bike wheezed 
asthmatically, the latter producing 
about the horsepower of a moped at 
the top of the washed-out narrow and 
rocky ribbon of track that folded its 
way backwards and forwards to the 
side of a mountain. At the bottom of 
this near-cliff face the terrain was 
barren and blasted desert: at the top it 
could have been Switzerland. It was 
like stepping into Jack and the Bean- 
stalk, particularly when the route 
took an old Inca road lined by a mys- 





The Italian turned out to be a good 
sort. He took pity on me and from 
then on was the English-speakers’ 
conduit of information about such 
minor details as where to expect land- 
slides, destroyed bridges, no petrol 
and route changes. Team Rock Oil's 
results started to improve. Thanks 
Luca. 

Day three was one long 660-kilo- 
meter (410-mile) special test from 
Nazca to Cuzco, high in the moun- 
tains near the lost Inca city of Mac- 
chu Picchu. It took me 10 hours and 
17 minutes, some two hours slower

ished 10th fastest. Bob finally came in 
useful as well. I found him and the 
van he had set off in the.day before 
stuck up to its axles in mud and thus 
avoided the same fate myself. It later 


appeared that he and the other occu- . 


pants had spent the night freezing on 
the dirt floor of some cafe high in the 
Andes. A French journalist nearly 
collapsed there from exposure. It took 
them some 40 hours to make the trip 
to Cuzco — in many ways he had it 
tougher than I did. 

By this time I was pretty knackered 
myself. The ride, the altitude and the 
squitters were wreaking havoc on the 
already-delicate Sweeney bod and no- 
body told me about not eating too 
much until you get used to the height. 
That night I just collapsed. Fortunate- 
ly, a day off to visit Macchu Picchu 
(very impressive but frustrating be- 
cause nobody seems to know any- 
thing about it) and a relatively easy 
loop section the day after gave me a 
chance to recover and cork up the old 
bowels — Bob reckoned the relatively 
quick time to Cuzco was due to jet 
propulsion providing some added 
thrust to the Armstrong's modest bhp 
figures... 

The field had thinned out to around 
25 riders by this stage, many retire- 
ments being due to the high speeds or 
kamikaze livestock on the Nazca- 
Cuzco stage. Top Italian Andrea Mar- 
moni hit a car and broke his leg while 
animals walloped included a cow, 
goat (by me) and duck (as dead as 
one). Only the pigs were cool and 
stayed put when you went past. The 


_sole American entrant, Sherm Cooper 


(“60 going on 25”), dabbed heavily 
early on and wrenched his knee lig- 
aments badly enough to mean an 
operation and the end of his race. 

Japanese KTM and Armstrong im- 
porter Toshi Nishiyama wrecked the 
second of the four bikes he was to 
trash in the course of the event; we 
duly rechristened him Toshi Mashi- 
moto. He was officially out of the 
event but that didn’t stop him rebuild- 
ing seized engines in hotel lobbies 
unul three and five in the morning 
just so he could carry on riding. 

Day five — from Cuzco to Puno on 
the shores of Lake Titicaca — pro- 
vided some great views but was gen- 
erally easy apart from some deep water 
crossings which drowned out just 
about the whole entry at one time or 
another. Swiss rider Arnaldo La Scala 
stopped at one but couldn't fire up 
his TI 1600 again; he was lost for sev- 
eral days, appearing at breakfast back 
in Nazca at the start of the eighth and 
last day with tales of how he tried to 
sleep beside the bike on the first night 
until distant gunfire between the local 


Sandero Luminoso guerillas and the 





Guardia Civile got closer and closer. 
Fortunately, the police got to him 
first and returned him to the rally 
where he discovered that his baggage 
had disappeared. “The organization 
are sheets; you can print that,” he 
vouchsafed later. 

Puno to Arequipa was one of the 
worst day’s riding I’ve ever had. The 
early muddy potholes knocked the 
spit out of me and the later dry ones 
finished me off. You couldn’t go 
slowly and faster was worse. Then 
there was rain, hail, snow and finally 
15-foot visibility cloud — with sheer 
drops on one side of all the hairpins. 
Fortunately it was nearly as bad for 
everyone else on the proper race bikes 
and I still managed eighth to equal 
the previous day’s result. 

Back near sea-level by now with 
the trots on the run (?) I was feeling a 
lot better and determined to give it 
some right toe on the penultimate 
day’s special test in the volcanic desert 
area between Arequipa and Nazca. 
This actually started to happen as I 
managed to pass a few riders, nearly 
stuffing a Peruvian who refused to 
move over off a hairpin cliff edge. I 
had just moved up to fifth on the road 
with the next guy just in front and 60 
kilometers (37 miles). to go when the 
back end of the bike started to snake 
around. It was a slow puncture, so 
the contents of a "Blow Tube” were 
bunged into the tire and locomotion 
resumed, only for the bike to run out 
of gas for the first ime. The Peruvian 
stuffee appeared and I waited for the 
one-finger salute. Instead he stopped 
and donated some petrol! I felt so 
ashamed I let him goand finished up 
eighth again. 

Sull, by this time I knew I could 
keep up if there were no rocks or 
really bad bumps and the final day in 
the desert and on the sand dunes by 
the ocean was a glorious day’s riding. 
Blasting up 300-foot sand hills with 
the ridiculously blue Pacific in the 
background and sailing off the top at 
60 and 70 mph was the most fantastic 
experience I think I’ve ever had. Then 
about five riders who had set off 
before me appeared from inland 
where'd they'd gone astray and I 
knew that a good finish was on the 
cards if nothing went wrong. In com- 
pany with Geoff Eldgridge, the sole 
Australian entrant, I left them behind 
for the final 90 kilometers (56 miles) 
which was just throttle-to-the-stop 
stuff on compass bearings 5° to 345° 
with only the odd stick or stone cairn 
to check our passage. 

The final dune appeared through 
the haze and, thanks to Luca’s brief- 
ing, I knew we had to go around the 
left hand side of it. I peeled off and,

bike hanging out all the way around 
in a long power slide at about 70 
mph. They scattered like a flock of 
chickens as I slid into the check in a 
cloud of dust. Most gratifying. Even 
more so was the news that Id fin- 
ished third that test and llth overall 
on the old nail that everyone had 
sniggered at at the start of the event. 

Balestrieri, who had just tied up 
the overall win from another Italian, 
the faster and more flamboyant but 
less predictable Angelo Signorelli, 
even lent me his works Honda to go 
for a few beers. He turned down a ride 
on the Armstrong though. “No, no, I 
believe, is fantastico!” he protested. 

And, joking aside, it had been. I 
had tightened the spokes regularly, 
topped up the TRM every night, 
changed the spark plug and the air 
filter twice each and made a token 
attempt to check nuts and bolts after 
each day’s ride. I hadn’t even swapped 
the rear Barum enduro cover in the 
whole 2500 miles. The chain had 
been adjusted three times and that 
was it. While everyone else had been 
working on their bikes, I had been at 
the bar or asleep. Apart from in tight 
corners and on rocks, the big lump 
had handled amazingly well and, 
despite its low seat height, was a real 
submarine on water crossings, only 
stopping once the whole time. The 
British Army appears to have a damn 
good bike. 

Would I do it again? Too right! 
The phrase: "Experience of a life- 
time,” is an overworked cliche, but 
just at the moment I can’t think of a 
better one.

Sarron injured 

Frenchman Christian Sarron started 
the 1986 Grand Prix road racing sea- 
son with an injured hand after falling 
at a press photo session in France. In 
an open day to announce this year’s 
team to the French Nation Press at a 
private test track, Sarron slipped off his 
Yamaha 500 on cold tires and cracked a 
bone in the back of his hand. “It was so 
stupid,” said the ex-250cc World 
Champion. “I was just riding so that 
they could get some photos and the 
weather was so cold the tire never got 
warm. I was doing no more than 50 


kph (30 mph).”’ 
World champion comeback 
Jean Louis Tournadre, who won 


the 250cc Road Racing World Cham- 
pionship in 1982 and retired a year 
later, made his Grand Prix comeback 
at Jarama, Spain after not racing for 


" two years. He started well by finishing 


second the week before in the opening 
round of the French Championship at 
Nogaro behind Jean Francois Balde 
on the works Honda. 

He explained the reason for his 
comeback; “When I won the World 
Championship it was too early for me; 
I was not ready and could not handle 
it. The next year I felt I was under too 
much pressure and had to stop. I love 
racing, though, and want to be Cham- 
pion again if I can. This time I am 
more prepared.” The Frenchman was 
out of luck at Jarama as his Yamaha 
seized in the race. 


Michelin size changes 


Michelin had all their top 500cc rid- 
ers swapping from 16 to 17-inch tires 
and back again through practice at 
Jarama. Riders also had the choice of 
radial and bias-ply 17-inch ures. The 
17s had been tested for the first time in 
Brazil by the Marlboro Yamaha squad. 
The choice contributed to Mamola fall- 
ing twice as he swapped from radial 17 
to bias-ply and pushed the front too 
hard. No firm consensus results as to 
which tire was the best and although 
Spencer favored the 16 which he was 
used to, Baldwin went for the 17-inch 
bias-ply; Mamola, Lawson and McEl- 
nea said the 17 radial was probably 
best. The 16-inch radial turned into 
corners quicker while losing out on 
high speed stability to the 17. 


Jarama crashes 


Paul Lewis and Wayne Gardner 
were among the many crashers during 
practice at Jarama. With Randy Ma- 
mola, Dave Petersen, Gustav Reiner 
and Wolfgang Von Muralt also falling 
it indicated just how close and tense 
things were in the 500cc class. Only 
Von Muralt was prevented from rac- 
ing, thanks to a cracked bone in his 
ankle. 

Elf jubilation 

The Elf team was so ecstatic with 
Ron Haslam’s 10th place at Jarama 
that you would have thought he had 
won the World Championship. The 
reason for their shouting and leaping 
up and down was not just the excite- 
ment of the Elf's first Championship 
point, no mean achievement for a little- 
tested machine. They were more thana 
little relieved that the bike finished at 
all as they had misread the regulation 
and thought that the race was 27, not 
37 laps. 

They were so sure that Ron did not 
have enough fuel to finish that team 
manager Serge Rosset was prepared to 
pull Ron in for more fuel. Ron's wife 
Anne said that there was little point in 
showing him signs to stop because he 
would ignore them. “If you show him 
a sign that says ‘Gas’ he will just think 
you are being cheeky because he is 
going as fast as he can. There is no way 
he will stop.” 

Ron continued embroiled in his bat- 
tle with Lewis, which he won to claim 
the point for 10th. The tank was bone 
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checkered ee because Haslam and 
Lewis were lapped by Gardner and 
only had to run 36 laps. 


New Yamaha V-four 


There were very strong rumors cir- 
culating in the paddock at Jarama 
concerning a new 500cc engine with a 
single crankshaft like the Honda. It 
has long been suggested that the in- 
creased internal friction and greater 
physical size of the twin-crank engines 
put both the 250cc and 500cc Yamahas 
at a disadvantage compared with the 
Hondas. The rumor suggests that the 
new 500cc power plant could be seen at 
Assen or even as early as Austria. 

This would explain why the current 
500cc looks identical to last year’s. It 
has a revised rear suspension to put less 
load on the frame and make the rate 
rise more controllable but little has 
been done to the engine and in fact 
Lawson was not that impressed with 
the changes that had been made. “It is 
supposed to have more power but it is 
more peaky and I feel the power is in 
the wrong place,” he said. And after 
the first race Lawson also critized the 
rear suspension performance so it may 
be that Yamaha’s winter work has 
been in vain. 

If the rumors are correct, the battle 
between the five Yamaha riders will 
get even hotter because I cannot imagine 
new engines going to all of them. 
Someone is bound to be upset and it 
will be interesting to see if Yamaha 
still considers that the Marlboro Agos- 
tini team is the official factory effort 
and therefore give the bikes to Lawson 
and McElnea or just give them to the 
highest-placed rider at the time the 
new machine is ready. Even if there are 
no completely new bikes there are 
bound to be special parts and the same 
decision will have to be made. 


250cc start-line crash 


ladahiko Taira failed to get off the 
front row of the grid quickly enough at 
Jarama and was hit from behind. The 
resulting pile up involved Sergio Pel- 
landini, Stephane Mertens and Bruno 
Bonhuil. The accident once more raised 
the issue of push starts and several 
500cc stars have been campaigning for 
clutch starts at Grands Prix. It is a 
difficult question because although 
push-starting can be dangerous if a 
front line rider tails to start (as Taira 
did) and is hit from behind, clutch 
starting can be just as dangerous if one 
rider stalls or if all the riders get away 
together and arrive at the first corner in 
a ughter bunch. 

It would be a shame to see push 
starts go because the silence before the 
flag drops is one of the magic moments 
in Grand Prix racing, but if it causes 
too many injuries then the rules will 
have to change. The last serious inci- 
dent was in 1983 when Mamola was 
injured on the start line at LeMans; 
Eddie Lawson was forced out of the 
race in that multi-bike acadent, which 
coincidentally also involved Pellandini 
as did the 250cc crash at Jarama. Last 
vear in Austria, Thierry Espie collided 
with Mike Baldwin but that was when 
Espie got out of control accelerating 
off the line as might happen more 
often with clutch starts. 


Brave Lavado 


Carlos Lavado proved that he is the 
bravest, most determined rider in rac- 
ing by bouncing back from a high- 
speed first-lap crash to win the 250cc 
race on his HB Yamaha. The Venezue- 
lan fell halfway around the first lap 
and wrecked the V-twin but luckily for 
him the race was at that moment being 
stopped because of the start line acci- 
dent caused when Tadahiko Taira was 
slow to start his Marlboro Yamaha and 
was hit from behind. The knock-on 
effect brought four riders down and 
Taira could not restart the race, which 
was delayed for half an hour. e

Vintage Racing 


Roper takes 
Sears Point 
Vintage win

SONOMA, CA, MAY 18 
Dave Roper of Hicksville, New 
York piloted his Team Obso- 
lete G50 Matchless to a com- 
manding 500cc victory in the 


Vintage class at Sears Point Interna- 
tional Raceway. Roper finished the 
race with a remarkable one minute, 
28 second advantage over second place 
Craig McLean, who also was Match- 
less-mounted. The win in the Vin- 
tage 350cc class went to California’s 
Bill Ojala on a Ducati, and the victor 
in the 250cc race was Mike Canepa, 
aboard an Aermacchi. 

The 500cc win was Roper’s second 
Vintage victory in as many years at 
Sears Point Raceway; he also gave 
Team Obsolete the class victory dur- 
ing the Vintage race held in conjunc- 
tion with last year’s AMA National. 

Today’s race marked the third time 
Vintage competition has been held in 
conjunction with an AMA race at 
Sears Point, and the competition was 
round two in the California Vintage 
Racing Club’s 1986 Championship 
Vintage Series. 

The 10-lap Vintage race got under- 
way shortly after 1:00 p.m. with a two- 
wave start that Roper easily led into 
turn one. Dave Walden came off the 
line in second place on a Mill-Station- 
Garage Triumph, followed by Fred 
Mork and McLean. 

McLean made quick work of Wald- 
en and Mork, dropping them to third 
and fourth, respectively, on lap two, 
while Ojala (Mork Racing) and Cane- 
pa (10K Engineering) moved into the 
lead of their respective classes, while 
running fifth and sixth overall. 

By the fifth lap Roper held an 
amazing 50-second lead over McLean, 
who was working his way through 
lapped riders while running in second 
place. When the checkered flag drop- 
ped five laps later, Roper roared 
across the finish line with almost 90 
seconds on McLean, who was well in 
front of Walden and Mork. Canepa 
won the 250cc class by claiming fifth 
overall; 350cc winner Ojala crossed 
the finish line eighth overall. 

Each of the four top finishers in the 
250 Vintage race had Avon Tire Com- 
pany rubber mounted to their bikes. 
Winner Canepa and runner-up Scott 
Borem each finished the race on mo- 
torcycles equipped with Avon Track 
Formula tires.

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Cranston 
opponents

LONG BEACH, CA, MAY 21 
Strong opposition was voiced 
to Alan Cranston’s U.S. Senate 
Bill S.2061 during a special 
public forum on May 14 in 


Barstow, California. Sponsored joint- 
ly by the Barstow City Council and 
the area Chamber of Commerce, the 
forum gave off-road enthusiasts an 
opportunity to protest Cranston’s 
Sierra Club-backed legislation, which 
could close more than nine million 
acres of California desert to motorcy- 
clists and other off-road enthusiasts. 

The vast majority of the more than 
356 people attending the special meet- 
ing cheered: ,and..applauded when 
invited speakers criticized Cranston’s 
California Desert Protection: Act of 
1986, according to a front-page report 
printed in the Barstow Desert Dis- 
patch. Of 111 questionnaires turned 
in from the audience, 105 opposed 
the bill and six supported it. Accord- 
ing to AMA D-37 Sponsor Coordina- 
tor Dana Bell, 500 of the 350 persons 
present opposed the bill. 

Seven speakers, making presenta- 
tions in timed 10-minute sessons, 
argued for and against the Desert 
Protection Act, which includes a pro- 
posed Mojave National Park in the 
Barstow area. Officials who spoke in 
opposition of the plan included Wil- 
liam Tilden of the California Mining 
Association, Dave Fisher of the High 
Desert Cattlemen’s Association, Bob 
Ausmus from the Baker (California) 
Chamber of Commerce, and H. Marie 
Brashear, Chairperson of the National 
Outdoor Coalition. Speaking in favor 
of the proposal were: Peter Burk, 
president of Citizens for a Mojave 
National Park, Sierra Club Conser- 
vation Director, Doug Scout, and local 
businessman Fred Rosenberg. 

According to Jane Sievers of the 
Barstow Area Chamber of Commerce, 
position papers and resolutions an- 
nouncing formal opposition to the 
plan were collected from several or- 
ganizations, including the Needles 
(California) Chamber of Commerce, 
the Barstow Development Corpora- 
tion, the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment Desert District Advisory Coun- 
cil, and the Inyo County Board of 
Supervisors. 

The Senate Bill would turn over to 
the National Park Service most of the 
1.5-million acre East Mojave National 
Scenic Area, would add 1.7 million 
acres to the Death Valley and Joshua 
tree national monuments, and would 
create 82 protected wilderness areas, 
totaling 4.3 million acres. 

According to the California Desert 
Coalition, the act would eliminate 
most recreational and business activ- 


ities in the desert, including hunting, 


camping, rockhounding, sightseeing, 
photography, minining, grazing, and 
back-country exploring. It would se- 
verely curtail or eliminate vehicle 
access to 9.4 million acres of the Cali- 
fornia desert, effectively turning major 
off-road access routes, like the Mojave 
Road, into bicycling and equestrian 
trails. 

Burk, who has encouraged the es- 
tablishment of a park in the East 
Mojave since 1976, claimed during 
the meeting that a Mojave National 


Park would ‘provide ‘much-needed - -!- ~dtsappearing-altogether?-Look-- - 
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stimulus to the area's economy; he 


said American travelers key on na- 
tional parks when they plan vaca- 
tions. According to Asumus, how- 
ever, the proposed park would provide 
little in the way of economic benefit 
from tourist dollars. Asumus pointed 
out Baker has gained little benefit 
from being the gateway to Death Val- 
ley. He said a scenic area is preferable 
to a national park because it allows 
more forms of recreation and use. 

Tilden said the California Mining 
Association opposes the bill because 
it will block mineral exploration and 
probably would nullify existing min- 
ing claims within the proposed boun- 
daries of the park. “Where are we 
going to get minerals if we lock out 
all the lands?”’ he asked. 

The bill also would prevent renew- 
al of 10 existing grazing leases in the 
East Mojave, according to Fisher. He 
said it would be “grossly unfair” to 
force desert cattlemen out of busi- 
ness, especially since ranchers pro- 
vide approximately 90% of the avail- 
able water in the region. 

Fred Rosenberg, owner of local 
businesses Barstow Station and Bar- 
stow Station Too, said tourism is 
Barstow’s biggest industry,-and a 
national park would pack in the 
tourists. Brashear disagreed, com- 
menting that under Cranston’s bill, 
"Nearly everyone who does anything 
in the California desert loses access to 
about 75 percent of the desert.” She 
added that creation of a park wouldn’t 
mean more visitors because, “There 
are no facilities, no campgrounds, no 
visitor centers, and no funds likely to 
come soon,” she said. 

Bob Haw of -.the Los Angeles De- 
partment of Water and Power, speak- 
ing from the audience during the 
public response portion of the meet- 
ing, said his agency opposed the bill 
because utility-line routes would be 
blocked, seriously affecting the trans- 
port of water and power into the 
urban areas of Southern California. 

According to California Desert 
Coalition spokesman Steve Kuehl, 
every question from the audience 
“hammered” both the Sierra Club 
and Mojave National Park propo- 
nents. The vast majority of those in 
attendence opposed the bill, accord- 
ing to Kuehl. 

“This is the best thing that’s hap- 
pened in years,” Kuehl said. “But 
we've got to keep the pressure on. 
Cranston has received approximately 
70,000 pieces of mail, but he wouldn’t 
give us a pro and against breakdown.”

Rainey returns for the first time 
since 1985 to try and win his second 
Superbike final and Merkel is again 
going for three straight in the same 
event.

Santa Fe (Illinois) TT: The TT 
takes place at Santa Fe Park in the 
Chicago suburb of Hinsdale where 
National races date back to 1961 at 
this southside speedway. Seven past 
winners will be there for the only 
Friday night National on the sched- 
ule each year. 

It’s the shortest TT on the circuit 
which makes for surprises in the 
winner’s circle. Alex Jorgensen hs 
never won this one, but Jorgy will be 
ready and fresh from his recent Ascot 
TT win. Steve Eklund and Mickey 
Fay are the only two-time winners. +; 
Doug Chandler is the defending 
champ. 

Lima (Ohio) Half Mile: Running 
for the third time, the first two out- 
ings saw Scotty. Parker and Steve 
Morehead come up winners, giving 
Harley-Davidson the nod as pre-race 
brand favorite. 

The event, running the night after 
the Santa Fe TT, features a wide- 
open black dirt oval that has pro- 
duced some fine racing. The only 
problem here the past two years is the 
lack of seats for all of the fans that 
jam their way into the grounds. 
Standing outside the turns here can 
create thrilling and often chilling 
experiences. @

Since my last letter to Cycle News 
the waiting list for the fall semester 
has jumped from 10 to 24 students 
requesting Motorcycle Repair when 
the fall semester begins on September 
8. There is a growing concern to save 
this program. At the Master Advisory 
Breakfast, held at Trade-Tech on 
May I, a coalition consisting of Dave 
Arnold of American Honda, David 
Woman of Yoshimura R & D, Paul 
Flanders of Flanders & Company, 
Jim Pearson of U.S. Suzuki, and 
Dave Friesen of United Way spoke to 
Los Angeles Community College 
Chancellor Leslie Koltai, to Vice- 
Chancellor Kenneth Washington, and 
to Trustees Wallace Albertson, Mar- 
querite Hudson, and Harold Garvin 
about retaining the motorcycle cur- 
riculum. They were told that a final 
decision had not been made. 

After six days of hearings that took 
place on April 21 through April 28, 
impartial administrative law judge 
Milford A. Maron recommended on 
April 30 that the Motorcycle Repair 
program be retained. As of May 15 no 
positive action has been taken by the 
Los Angeles Community College 
Board of Trustees. 

I know that it is not easy for motor- 
cyclists to write letters, but it seems 
vitally necessary in this industry just 
to keep what we have.

Sandona takes 
Penhall Classic 
speedway

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 21 
John “Sidewinder” Sandona of 
Reche Canyon, California, won 
an exciting three-rider run-off 
to capture the crown in the 


Second Annual Bruce Penhall Clas- 
sicat John LaDouceur’s Inland Motor- 
cycle Speedway Wednesday night. In 
doing so, Sandona defeated a stellar 
field of speedway stars that included 
the likes of Bobby ‘‘Boogaloo’”’ 
Schwartz, Alan “Crazy” Christian, 
“Flyin’ Mike” Faria, Brad Oxley and 
John Cook. 

Even though the race is a celebra- 
tion honoring Penhall, the two-time 
World Champion, a somber mood 
reigned in the pits as it was learned 
that earlier in the day Penhall’s arch- 
rival Kenny Carter and his wife had 
been found shot to death in England. 
Once on the track however, the com- 
petitors put their feelings behind 
them and raced their hearts out. 

Oxley, one of the surprise mer- 
chants of the night, scored an impres- 
sive victory over Faria in event one. 
Suprising Ronnie Correy then topped 
event two while Sandona (Middle 
Earth Video/Malcolm Smith/Gene 
Woods Racing Prod./Scott Goggles/ 
Rocky Cycle Weslake) earned his first 
three points of the meeting in event 
four after Schwartz, one of the favor- 
ites, had taken a win in event three. 

Steve Lucero, who won the 1985 
California State Championship at 
IMS, put himself in the title hunt 
with a narrow win over Shawn 


— McConnell in event five. Sandona, 


Schwartz and Oxley all carried first 
round wins into event six; Schwartz, 
out of two, got the gate and cut down 
on pole-sitter Sandona. Sandona then 
took Schwartz to the wall as they 
came off turn two and took the lead. 
Oxley also got by Schwartz, but could 
not get near Sandona. Faria, who has 
been dominating IMS this season, 
then took third in his second ride and 
only had three points from two 
outings. 

Oxley’s victory aspirations suffered 
a severe blow in event 10 when he was 
upset by “Fast Eddie” Castro. Faria 
took event 11 while Sandona fell 
while running second. However, he 
received third-place points, as Kurt 
Strommer had already fallen. That 
saved the day for Sandona — if he had 
finished last, he would have not made 
the run-off. 

Sandona easily won race 13 over 
Castro, Keith Larsen and Gene 
Woods. Lucero, who had been in the 
thick of the hunt, dropped from con- 
tention with a surprising last-place 
finish in event 14, where the win 
went to Cook over Oxley. 

Faria, who was seemingly out of it 
from the start, scored a very convinc- 
ing win over Schwartz and Christian 
in event 15 and was back in the hunt. 

Oxley came back in event 17 and 
scored an easy win over Christian, 
giving him 12 points. Faria then beat 
Lucero in the next event, putting 
him on 12. 

That left the final heat for Sandona 
to seal his own fate. If he won, the 
title was his. If he finished second, he 
was in a run-off for the crown with 
Oxley and Faria. For two laps it was a 
battle between Sandona, McConnell 
and Cook. They fought off McCon- 
nell and for the last two circuits, it 


. was Cook on the outside with San- 


dona down low, trading the lead back 
and forth. The win went to Cook by 
one length while the crowd gave both 
a standing ovation. “I was riding the 
blue groove, hoping it would give me 
a lot of drive, but it wasn’t giving me 
as much drive as John Cook was get- 
ting on the wide line in the dirt,” 
Sandora said. “Going into the turns, 
I was taking the shorter line, so I was 
passing him, but down the straights 
he was getting a lot of drive so he was 
passing me.” 

After a quick break, it was time for 
the run-off.

I could see his front tire right 
inside of me, and then after two laps I 
didn’t see him there and I didn’t want 
to look around because it breaks your 
concentration on a blue groove track. 
I just stayed on my line and rode the 
blue groove not knowing that he had 
gone wide.” 

Faria was asked what would have 
happened if he hadn’t lifted, stated 
“I would have won it, I could have 
ridden the pole.”

John Ramsey convincingly won 
the’ Honda Interceptor Chal- 
lenge in AAMRR second round 
action at Pocono International 


Raceway. As in the first round, Ran- 
sey took the lead early in the 10-lap 
final, and steadily stretched his win- 
ning margin to a 12-length victory. 
Protests lodged after Ramsey’s win 
resulted in his motor being torn down. 
Not only was the motor found to be 
legal, but the cams and cylinders 
were excessively worn.

AAMRR riders saw Pocono’s new 
road course for the first time. The 
track uses the east banking section of 
the tri-oval as well as a newly paved 
infield section with sharp, decreasing 
radius turns. The new track took its 
toll, as some 36 riders crashed in prac- 
tice (all without injury) in turn four, 
a 10 mph hairpin reminiscent of turn 
two on the old course. 

The Production One and Two class 
final was host to the second round of 
the Suzuki GSXR National Cup Ser- 
ies. Mark Bougas took the win and 
the overall lead in the Northeast 
Regional Series in the 750cc class. 
The start of the feature race saw the 
GSXR1100s of Mark Mastrangelo and 
Joey Osowski charge into the lead, 
but the tight infield section favored 
the lighter GSXR750s, and Tim Bar- 
clay charged to the front. Bougas 
climbed to third, with Osowski barely 
holding him off. Lap two saw Bou- 
gas get by, with David Sadowski 
coming up from the back of the grid 
and now pressuring for third spot. 
On lap three, Barclay, now under 
attack by Bougas, overshot the chi- 
cane, resuming in fifth place. Bar- 
clay, winner of the opening Loudon 
round, was able to regain fourth by 
the race’s end. At the halfway flag, 
Bougas led Sadowski by 10 bike 
lengths, Fred Renz was third, Osowski 
fourth overall and first in the Produc- 
tion One class. Lapped traffic became 
a major factor on the narrow infield, 
with the leaders having some close 
calls with backmarkers. Sadowski 
couldn’t match Bougas’ aggressive 
charge through traffic, and had to 
settle for second.

Polen’s record at 
Green Valley RR

The Central Road Racing Club 
held its last-ever race at Green 
Valley Raceway on a day that 
saw several upsets and a new 


track record set for posterity. The 
facility will soon be torn down to 
make way for new subdivisions. Doug 
Polen set down the new low lap ume 
on his Suzuki GSXR1100 in Formula 
l, turning a l-minute, 8.33-second 
lap on the tight, 1.5-mile track. The 
previous lap record was set last year 
by Kevin Schwantz on a Kawasaki 
GPz750 Superbike at 1:10.43. 

The race day started with the grow- 
ing combined Clubman and Vintage 
class. Seth Avant, who has been tam- 
ing the class at the two previous races 
this year, had newfound competition 
with Jeff Berglund joining the fray 
on a hybrid consisting of a Honda 
Hawk frame and an Ascot thumper 
motor. Jack Geiseke came out of 
semi-retirement on his own hybrid, a 
Yamaha TZ250 motor in an RD frame. 
When the race began, it looked like 
Berglund would have an easy goat it. 
By the third lap, he had a five-second 
lead over Geiseke, with Avant right 
behind him. Then there was a crash 
in the turn leading onto the front 
half-mile straight and the race was 
stopped with four laps completed so 
the ambulance could enter the track. 

After a 10-minute delay, the riders 
were lined up single file and res- 
tarted. This time the pack held much 
closer together and a variety of 
machines were in the hunt. Among 
the riders bunched together going 
into the first turn were Berglund, 
Geiseke and Avant. Berglund con- 
tinued to lead but his margin over 
second was much closer than the first 
time around. He eventually won by 
about four seconds with Geiseke and 
Avant close behind. 

Polen took time off from his regu- 
lar job of collecting Suzuki and Honda 
contingency money to thrill his home 
crowd. Although Polen lives in nearby 
Dallas, he had never ridden at Green 
Valley before. As he sat in his spiffy 
new leathers (the first new ones in six 
years) awaiting the first practice ses- 
sion, his team captain asked him if 
Novice Alan Spears could follow him 
around the track to pick up some 
pointers. “Sure he can,” said Polen, 
"but since I’ve never been on this 
track before, maybe I should follow 
him for awhile.” 
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Greg Zitterkopf topped the 250cc 
Pros at CRC’s Glen Helen MX. 


Nevertheless, Polen went on to 
scorch the competition in the B 
Superbike, A Superbike and Formula 
One classes on his brace of Suzukis. 

The Formula classes have suffered 
this year at the resurgence of Produc- 
tion class racing, but this meet saw 
lots of entries in the Formula One 
class and close action in both the 
Formula Two and Three divisions. 
The GSSXR1100s of Polen and Matt 
Maschmann took first and second 
and the Yamaha FZ750s of Dewayne 
Davis and Lloyd Olson took third 
and fourth. First Novice was Spears 
ona Yamaha FJ1100 and second was 
David Finley on a Suzuki. 

George Wallace and his Yamaha 
TZ250 sat on the pole for the For- 
mula Iwo race. Kevin Stasney had 
the only other TZ on the outside of 
the front row. Ivan Faroh and his 
Ducati F-] were on the grid, and 
Avant, Berglund and Fisher brought 
their thumpers to the line. When the 
flag dropped, Stasney was dead on 
the line with a fouled plug. Faroh 
and Berglund bumped in turn three 
on one of the early laps and Faroh 
went down unhurt. Wallace opened 
up a big lead and won by at least 15 
seconds, turning 1:16s in the process. 
Berglund went on to finish second, 
with Avant and Fisher following.

Chris Lance grabbed the lead at the 
beginning of moto two, followed by 
Zitterkopf, Spear and Zahrt.

Daily, ona Team Green/P J1/Scott- 
sponsored Kawasaki and Yamaha- 
Honda of Roseburg’s Ryan Huffman 
had a brutal battle in the first 80cc 
B/C contest that didn’t let up until 
the drop of the checkered flag at the 
end of 10 laps of dusty competition.

Jeff Roskelley took his Honda 
of Anchorage-sponsored Cag- 
iva to double moto wins in the 
hotly-contested 125cc Expert 


class Kincaid Park today, while Kevin 
Schaub dominated action in both the 
Pro and 250cc Expert classes. 

With rain the night before and 
sunny weather on race day, excellent 
conditions greeted a large turnout of 
spring riders who showed up at Kin- 
caid Park to compete in an Alaska 
Motorcycle Racing Association MX, 
near Anchorage.

By lap six Roskelley 
had a problem with a loosened silen- 
cer, but held on to take the win over a 
closely-pursuing Roger Neth, who 
was riding a Motorcycle Shop KTM. 
Neth ran most of the race in third 
behind Kawasaki of Anchorage’s 
Lance Leneave, but a last lap banzai 
pass over the big doubles put him in 
second. 

The second moto start was a replay 
of the first, except Roskelley found 
Suzuki Motorcycle and Marine’s Joe 
Good glued to his rear fender. The 
two top riders stayed that way until 
the checkered flag, with Leneave fin- 
ishing a distant third. After a mid- 
pack start, Neth was able to work up 
to fourth. Good ended up second 
overall with his 4-1 showing; Leneave 
was third with a 3-3 effort. 

Pennisula Honda-sponsored Sc- 
haub debuted his new ride by deci- 
mating the 250cc Experts. The 1985 
AMRA 250 Champion won both 
motos going away, leading each race 
from the drop of the gate to the 
checkered flag. The real racing came 
mostly from Suzuki-mounted Kevin 
Herrin and Ken Conde. The two 
battled through both motos, with 
Herrin narrowingly taking second 
over Conde’s Honda. 

Some of the most exciting racing of 
the day came in the Pro class. The 
first moto holeshot belonged to Bruce 
Sungley on a Motorcycle Shop KTM, 
but it was short lived. Good passed 
him on the first lap, only to pull off 
to repair his clutch lever, and Ralph 
Blanchard took over the lead, fol- 
lowed by Kawasaki of Anchorage’s 
Pat Crabb. Blanchard was soon half- 
a-lap ahead of Crabb, who was dicing 
with Schaub. The dice got a little 
physical and on lap seven both riders 
went down. Schaub got up and took 
off first, while Stingley got by Crabb 
for third. It wasn't long before Crabb 
repassed Stingley and caught up to 
Schaub. On the final lap the duo 
tangled again and went down 
together. Again Schaub got going be- 
fore Crabb, then managed to finish 
second behind a long-gone Blanchard; 
Stingley placed third. Crabb crossed 
the finish line in fourth with a set of 
severely bent handlebars. 

Moto two was a Schaub runaway. 
Just as Blanchard had done in the 
first moto, Schaub led the others by a 
huge margin into the first turn. Blan- 
chard was in last place after a crash, 
while Suzuki Motorcycle and Marine’s 
Canyon Hansen had command of 
second over Stingley. On the fifth 
lap, Hansen’s teammate Good chal- 
lenged him for second spot, but Han- 
sen roosted Good until he couldn’t 
see, and he fell. Blanchard worked his 
way through traffic to finish third 
behind Hansen. Third overall went 
to Hansen, second to Blanchard and 
a well deserved-first was claimed by 


Schaub.
